ALBANY, Aug. 6.—Governor Smith, 
back at his capitol desk from a nine- 
day absence on a combination of 
vacation.. and campaign business, 
plunged today into a study of the 
charges made‘against his Assembly 
record by William Allen. White. 

Having read the Kansas editor’s 
various statements, including his 
withdrawal ‘of his more serious 
charges just before he sailed for 
Europe, the Governor still ‘professed 
doubt as to whether he was called 
upon to make.a reply. It-*was hi3 
opinion that Mr. White had himself 
‘largely destroyed not only the effec- 
tiveness, but the credibility, of the 
-case he had built and offered to the 
public. 

Friends of the Dousoreatic candi- 
date, however, were.quite-sure that 
there would’ be statement forth- 
coming. It might only indiréctly ‘be 
an answer to the ‘éditor, it was said, 
but in its broader oytline it would 
fully cover the situation presented. 

If*the Governor’s attitude remains 
unchanged, according to these ad- 
visers, his statement Will take up the 
details of the bilisttirdiigh which he 
is accused of having cénsistently 
voted against ‘‘reform.’’

DAVIS TELLS HOOVER 
HE FACES HARD FIGHT 


While Confident of Victory, War 
Secretary Predicts Battle 
in Many States. 


HE SEES TEST IN NEW YORK 


With Party Heads Coming Be- 
‘fore Notification, Nominee 
Gives Up Trip to Sierras.

PALO ALTO, Cal., Aug: 6.—Her- 
bert Hoover received today a frank 
report as to conditions in the Fast 
and Mid-West when Secretary of 
War Dwight F. Davis told him the 
campaign this year was going to be 
a real battle and that the fighting 
would not be confined to the East 
and the border States, but to several 
of-the Western States as well: One 
of the toughest battles in the Hast, 
Mr. Davis declared, would be for the 
electoral votes of New ‘York and 
Massachusetts, while Missouri and 
Wisconsin were Western. States 
where a fight to the finish was in 
prospect. 

Secretary Davis said he had‘ con- 
ferred with persons in touch with 
the situation in their respective 
States all the’ way across the coun- 
try. He believed Mr. Hoover would 
win, but he did not, as do so many 
of Mr. Hoovér’s frierids, give him 
the country without a fight.

Said to Feel’ Sure of Hoover’s Suc- 
cess, He Is Declared Willing 
to Make a Few Speeches.

SUPERIOR, Wis., Aug. 6.—The 
budget estimates for’ the fiscal ‘year 
beginning July 1, 1929, are now $208,-

Gen. H. M. Lord, the 
Budget Director, announced’, this 
afternoon, following an all-day con- 
ference with Mr. Coolidge at Cedar 
tsland Lodge. ‘ 

The President, it was learned, ap- 
proved all the major arrangements 
of the program of estimates brought 
here by General Lord. What alter- 
ations he recommended affected pro- 
posed expenditurés within Govern- 
ment departments, 
change the total sum tentatively al- 
lotted to each. 

Along with the budget chhlasianlbn 
at-the Summer’ White House word 
came that Mr. Coolidge was finding 
in his study of the political situation 
further ground” for confidence that 
the Republican, ticket would -win in 
November.

Move Put to Debt Reduction, 


Outstanding among the estimates 
which Budget Director Lord had sub- 
mitted to the President were $550,- 
000,000 for debt reduction and $659,- 
000;000 for national defense. Thesum 
for. debt reduction~ exceeds that ‘of 
the current year by abaut $10,000,000, 
while the item for national defense is 
$89,000,000 more than for the fiscal 
year which began July 1, 1928. 

Apparently the various world-wide 
movements seeking to: insure peace 
have not influenced either the Presi- 
dent or the Budget Director to cut 
down the money for national de- 
fense, It is known that neither Mr. 
Coolidge nor General Lord believes 
in anticipating the ideal of world 
peace before it is realized. 

The -$3,700,000,000 set for 1929-30 by 
President Coolidge in his speech at 
the business meeting of the Govern- 
ment on June 11 does not include 
the Postoffice Department, which 
Postmaster General New recently an- 
sing woo, gees a possible deficit of 


At their conference Mr. Coolidge 
and General Lord discussed the de- 
partment’s financial situation and 
the advisability of raising postal 
rates, but their conclusion was not 
announced. General Lord estimated 
the possible deficit at ‘$83,000,000 for 
the current year and for 
next, instead of at Mr. New’'s figure. 

The Budget Director told newspa- 
per_men that there was an increase 
of $500,000,000 in the 1929-30 budget 
over estimates for 1928-29, the addi- 
tional money being necessitated by 
increased appropriations and unusual 


budget estimates.

He stated also that the estimates 
he brought involved an apparent 
$100,000,000 paper deficit, but that 
this was not alarming, because it 
would undoubtedly be made: up by 
changes in the budget, continued 
prosperity and the increased revenue 
which always follows a tax reduc- 
tion.

COSTES TESTS PLANE 
FOR TRANSOCEAN TRIP 


Gasoline and Oil Tanks Occupy 
Almost the Entire Space of 
French Machine.

PARIS, Aug. 6.—In a trial flight in 
his new transatlantic ‘‘reservoir’’ 
plane Diéudonné Costes today at- 
tained a cruising speed of 240 kilo- 
metres an hour. '

York ‘via Azores, and was accom- 
panied- by the mechanic Bellonte, 
who has been selected as his com- 
panion on the transocean attempt 
and who will also serve as navigator 
and radio operator. 

Costes’s new plane is almost identi- 
cal with the Nungesser-Coli, in which, 
with Lebrix; he crossed the South 
Atlantic and made his world flight.

The principal features of its design 
are the gasoline and oil tanks, which 
occupy almost the: entire plane and 
which explain why the machine has 
been called a reservoir plane. The 
plane holds 4,140 litres of oline 
and oil, and with pilot. and 
Mechanic and full d weighs 
5,200 kilograms. ne is 
painted red, with a white stork and 
a big interrogation point on. the side 
for a device., The.radio sending and 
receiving apparatus functions on a 
600-metre wave length. 

The aviators will not carry a col- 
lapsible boat, but there is a pneu- 
matic comp ent in the rear of 
the fuselage which will serve as a 
float in case the plane is forced down 
at sea. The gasoline tanks are 
equipped with emergency valves for 
rapid emptying.

I really think we 
could have remained safe in her in- 
definitely. She was really all right 
as far as seaworthiness is concerned 
when we left her. A Spanish ship 
Was messing about her when we 
sailed off, and if that ship hasn’t 
monkeyed with her I expect she will 
float ashore, probably on the Span- 
ish coast. 


Copper Fuel Pipe Broke. 


“It was a bit of stupid luck to have 
that bit of copper pipe, part of the 
fuel feed lines, break the way it did. 
It was that which started the fire, 
and it was, of course, somethin 
which no one could foresee an 
guard against. I have the section of 
pipe with me. We took it along, and 
all of our instruments and papers.’’ 
Courtney said that he had gone 
over the pipe in a thorough inspec- 
tion of the plane before taking off, 
but had not noticed any. flaw in it. 
He said that the pipe had broken ten 
inches from the exhaust outlet. 

“Had this pipe not broken,’’ he 
added, ‘‘we would have reached 
Newfoundland very easily, as our 
fuel consumption had been lower 
than we estimated before the start.’’ 

Captain Courtney was disturbed by 
criticism that his flight had. em- 
barrassed steamship lines. He gave 
out a written statement which he 
had prepared on board the Minne- 
waska. ..It was as follows: 

‘“‘My attention has been drawn to 
the .statement of.a Southampton 
shipping official, in which he points 
out that in an effort to obtain a 
success which would have made us 
lionized we have failed, and are 
alleged to have cost the shipping 
companies £7,000 to £10,000, or $35,000 
to $50,000. 

‘This’ shortsighted individual fails 
to observe that we were doing a 
work of the shipping companies at 
the risk of our lives. : A flying boat 
is sooner-or later to become an ex- 
press service of the shipping com- 
— as progressive foreigners re- 

ze. * 

“We started our flight over the 
ocean in a seaworthy boat ——— 
with effective wireless and with 
those precautions which in event of 
failure would lead to scientific de- 
velopment of the future safety of 
ocean flying. In one way our flight 
cannot be compared with those 
flights of land planes where failure 
spells death to the crew, an exag- 
erated trouble to would-be rescuers. 
“In failing we were able to show 
the value of our safety precautions 
and to give our rescuers the mini- 
mum of trouble, and we learned les- 
sons which will further increase 
safety. 

“We think we did our fair share, 
and it.is both narrow and unsport- 
ing to harp at the trouble, which 
we ourselves regret, caused by our 
rescue.’ Fortunately, few I know 
among shipping people take that at- 
titude toward an effort which was 
as serious and scientific as our lim- 
ited resources were able to make it.

FLJERS’ IMMIGRATION CASE. 


Washington Officials Say Matter 
Rests With Ellis Island. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Immigra- 
tion officers here have. no occasion 
to interfere in the matter of requir- 


ing Captain Courtney and the Brit- 
ish fliers to appear at Ellis Island, 
according. to W. W. Husband, Sec- 
ond Assistant Secretary of Labor. 
He said it was a question for the 
local immigration authorities to deal 
with as they saw fit.

MINNEWASKA MASTER 
DESCRIBES THE RESCUE 


Liner Spent 13 Hours Hanting for 
the Whale—Passengers Helped 
to Keep Lookont. 


After making fast his ship at her 
pier, foot of West Sixteenth Street, 
and signing the various official 
papers, Captain Frank H. Claret, 
Oo. B. E., R. N. R., drew a rough 
chart and showed how the Minne- 
waska went to the rescue of Captain 
Courtney and the three others in 
the disabled flying boat Whale. 

“The actual time spent by the Min- 
newaska in searching for the fliers’ 
last Thursday,’ said the Captain, 
‘twas thirteen hours, from 6 A. M. to 
7 P. M.. The first radio position 
sent out at dawn was about seventy 
miles from where they were found 
and the amended position sent out 
at. 1 P. M. was twenty-eight. miles 
away from the actual position. 

“We steamed full speed for sixty 
miles and reached the position a lit- 
tle after 4 o’clock, but could .see 
nothing. By that time there was 
intense excitement among the pas- 
sengers and crew and it could truth- 
fully be stated that 1,000 eyes were 
watching the horizon for the missing 
plane. Sailors were posted at the 
masthead in the crow’s nest and on 
top of the samson posts, 

“Realizing that the derelict craft 
might: have drifted with the Gulf 
Stream and the westerly winds, we 
steered eighteen miles to the east- 
ward.

Utah Senator. Infers Voters Will

“WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Senator 
Smoot of Utah, Chairman of the Sen- 


_ ate Finance Committee, today ridi- 


culed the remarks recently made by 
Senator Pittman of Nevada concern- 
ing the Democratic position on the 
‘tariff issue. 

He characterized the Nevada Sen- 
ator’s statement that. the Democrats 
had shifted their stand on the tariff 
as ‘‘the most amazing manifestation 


of inconsistency’’ in American politi- 
cal history. To.Senator Smoot it was 
unthinkable that the - Democrats 


should be going into the campaign | 


on the plea that thev ‘‘are no longer 
a menace to American prosperity.”’ 

“The Democratic Party,” accord- 
ing to Senator Smoot, “‘is the same 
today as it was in 1894 and 1913. It 
is the party of tariff reduction, of 
‘tariff reform,’ despite its platform 
promises or the declarations of its 
candidate for President.’’ 

Senator Smoot said:: 

“The most amazing manifestation 
of inconsistency in American political 
history is presented in the demand 
of the Democratic Party that it shall 
be placed in power because it. has 
acknowledged that it has been wrong 
for more than three-quarters -of. a 
century. For more than that length 
of time the Democratic Party has in- 
sisted that a protective tariff is not 
merely unwise as an economic pvlicy, 
but that it is utterly unconstitutional, 
yet admits the economic soundness 
of protection when it speaks of the 
‘benefits of-the tariff.’ 


Says Party Has Admitted Errors. 


“If that were the only instance in

D. B. Robertson Says Senator 
Pittman Misinterpreted Neutrality 
of Labor Executives.

RASKOB'HAS EXPERT 


E.R. A. Seligman, Columbia Pro- 
fessor of Economics, to Spend 
Weeks on Agrarian Problem. 


ACTS SOLELY FOR CHAIRMAN 


Raskob Denies Saying Equalization 
Fee Is “Economically Sound’’ 
=Has No Opinion. 


In an endeavor to master thorough- 
ly.the farm relief problem which he 
professes not to understand, John J. 
Raskob, Chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, has asked E. R. 
A. Seligman, Professor of Economics 
at Columbia University, to study the 
subject for him. . Chairman Raskob 
made this announcement yesterday. 

‘ At the same time Mr. Raskob took 
exception to newspaper reports pub- 
lished last week which quoted him 
as pronouncing ‘‘economieally sound’”’ 
the equalization fee which formed 
the central feature of the McNary- 
Haugen bill which President Coolidge 
vetoed and Governor Smith has re- 
jected as a vehicle for farm relief. 

“It is difficult to understand why 
I should have been quoted as saying 
that I saw nothing. economically 
unsound in the equalization fee,’’ Mr. 
Raskob said. ‘In my interview I 
made it plain that I had no opinion 
upon the subject; that I had not even 
read the cNary-Haugen bill nor 
studied the economics underlying the 
equalization scheme, so I could have 
no opinion on it. 


Survey to Take Weeks. 


“I further stated that there is no 
question in my mind but that a plan 
providing for orderly instead’ of 


chaotic marketing will result in 
higher prices to the farmers for their 
crops. Beyond this I expressed no 
opinion on the farm situation.’’ 
The prospective study to be made 
by Professor Seligman, who is sum- 
mering at Lake Placid, and with 
whom Mr. Raskob made his arrange- 
ment over the telephone, is likely to 
occupy weeks, perhaps months, Mr. 
Raskob said. In the meantime Gov- 
ernor Smith will be expected to take 
a stand on farm relief in his speech 
of acceptance to be. delivered on 
Aug. 22. That the Governor will 
speak on the subject at greater 
len than the Democratic national 
platform does is expected and has, 
in fact, been promised by Governor 
Smith himself, whose last word. on 
the subject, however, was that while 
definitely rejecting the McNary- 
Haugen bill, he had no plan of his 
own to propose. : 
Mr. Raskob was questioned regard- 
ing this phase of the situation when 
oe made his announcement yester- 
ay. 
“I do not know the Governor’s po- 
— on this subject,’’ was his re- 
ply. 
Hope to Satisfy Farmers. 


That the personal interest shown 
by Chairman Raskob in asking one 
of the foremost economists in this 
country to make a study of farm re- 
lief will be accepted in the agrarian 
States where the Democrats soon are 
to launch an intensive drive for dis- 
gruntled Republican votes, as an 
earnest that the Democrats, in the 
event of Governor Smith’s election, 
will in good faith seek to formulate 
some measure of effective agricul- 
tural relief, is the hope of the Gov- 
ernor’s supporters. 

In the meantime, the fact that the 
study is being made will relieve the 
Governor from promulgating now or 
in the immediate future a detaiied 
plan for farm relief and would give 
the party a breathing spell in the

This study 
will be in no sense a political study. 
It is purely economic and on account 
of its magnitude will require many 
weeks if not months of hard work.

Risk of Failure in Sponsoring @ 
Soviet Delegate Is Consid- 
ered Too Great. 


SPAIN MIGHT TAKE OFFENSE 


Wants to Be Original Signatory— 
Germans and French Skeptical 
of Russian Good Faith. , 


Wireless to Tou New YORK Trucs. 
BERLIN, Aug. 6.—Wilhelmstrasse 
does not think Germany’s delegate 
to Paris to sign the Kellogg compact 
Should be encumbered by her neigh- 
bor, Russia, which also desires to 
send a representative but feels like 


having him chaperoned by one of the 
mgpatory powers. The Government 
will therefore make no open move to 
have Russia become one of the signa- 
tories at the meeting of Foreign Min- 
isters in the French capital at the 
end of this month. 

The danger of failure is too great 
for the Reich to run risks, and even 
if the powers would agree to allow 
Russia to enter in the short time re- 
maining such a move might result 
in Spain’s not returning to the 
League fold, since Madrid also has 
aspirations to be one of the original 
signers of the anti-war compact. 


Press Views of Moscow’s Move. 


Public opinion does not fully share 
the official view. The SBoersen 
Courier, liberal financial paper, in 
commenting on M. Tchitcherin’s dec- 
lJaration, says: 

“Negotiations over the et 
compact are closed. After a perio 
of many weeks the Soviets discover 
that they were not invited to partici- 
pate in the discussion among the 
great powers. Without Russian par- 
ticipation Tchitcherin sees the whole 
affair as directed against the Soviets. 
Such a pig donee need not be no- 
ticed. It belongs to that character- 
istic of Russian forei propaganda 
which makes them believe that every 
treaty consummated is directed solely 

ainst them.’’ 

e Courier thinks that the pres- 
‘ent move on the part of Moscow will 
receive the attention it -deserves, 
since for many weeks the Sovict 
ress hurled the bitterest scorn at 

e effort of ‘‘capitalistic America’”’ 
to effect world peace. The compact, 
the paper points out, is open for sig- 
natures at a later date, and it adds 
that Germany will receive the news 
with satisfaction when the Soviets 
decide to take such a step earnestly. 


Says Soviet Should Be Cautious. 


Der Abend, a Socialist organ, re- 
garded as expressing closest the Gov- 
ernment’s views, also calls attention 
to Russia’s long delay in making in- 


quiries about the treaty. Moscow’s 
uproar now, it says, seems to imply 
that ‘“‘Germans are believed to be 
less intelligent than they really are.’’ 
Instead of using Germany as an in- 
termediary, Tchitcherin could just as 
easily have spoken with Washington 
direct, the Abend argues. His pres- 
ent move was merely made to give 
the Soviets another chance to charge 
that Russia is being surrounded by 
enemies. However, since Russia’s 
later admission is possible, her ora- 
tors should be more careful and thus 
leave the entrance open, concludes 
the Abend. 

The Vossische Zeitung, Democratic 
organ, feels that Russia has grounds 
for complaint, since she was not in- 
vited, but regrets that her move to 
get in was not made a long time 
ago. The paper says the delay was 
probably due to Tchitcherin’s sick- 
ness and the absence of Litvinoff, 
leaving Soviet foreign affairs without 
ag we leadership. 

The Tageblatt, a Republican paper, 
sees no reason why Russia should 
not become a signatory at some later 
date, since keeping this power out 
would morally weaken the compact. 

At present the Government is in a 
quandary just what to say if Russia 
makes a direct request to have Ger- 
many, as a neighbor and a power 
with which Moscow is enjoying 
friendly relations, act as sponsor in 
her attempt to become a member of 
the compact for outlawing war. 


French Doubt Soviets’ Good Faith.

Only yesterday a whole suburb of 
Paris was in an uproar for the whole 
afternoon as the result of a Soviet 
attempt to carry on private war with 
the recognized authority of the 
French state. And so long as that 
kind of warfare is not only recog- 
nized but actively encouraged by 
Moscow it is here regarded as utterly 
impossible to. accept Russia’s signa- 
ture to any solemn international un- 


dertaking. Yet with Russia outside. 


se compact its efficacy is question- 
able. 

Until now Moscow has always re- 
fused to conclude treaties of arbitra- 
tion and non-aggression of this kind, 
and there is no reason to believe that 
it will now change its. ideas. ' : 

Technically it is here supposed tha 
the compact will always be open for 
her to sign. But no one believes that 
efter Tchitcherin’s statement the 
Soviet Government ever will sign, 
and just as the League has to strug- 

le along without Russia and the 

Jnited States, Mr. Kellogg’s compact 
seems likely to have a perpetually 
lopsided list from the absence amon 
its signatories of Europe’s bicsest 
country.

ing manner in which they have been 
So loyal to their duty, should have 
added to their sufferings the charge 
of being the authors of the shocking 
crime which has astounded the en- 
tire world. : 

“TIt.is.our obligation as leaders: of 
the Catholic Church to defend our- 
Selves, and if we have not done so 
previously, that is because.we were 
awaiting declarations promised from 
the Police Inspectorate to enable us 
to build our defense. These declara- 
tions have now appeared, and due 
to the efficiency of the work of that 
office, they .are so complete and 
throw such light upon the question 
of responsibility for the crime that 
really we are not called-upon to de- 
fend our clergy. 

‘President Calles, himself, doubt- 
less impressed by the declarations of 
those held prisoner, is convinced 
that the Catholic clergy are not! 
responsible for the crime, but that 
the deed was due to the ‘emotional 
nature of the slayer’ arising from his 
imagination and influenced by cer- 
tain of his co-religionists; that is to 
say, by certain members of the 
Catholic faith. by certain individuals. 

“In order that a moral body may 
logically be held responsible for a 
crime it must promote and counsel 
it through a majority and not 
through one or two of its mem- 
bers; or it must show its approval 
of such action by refusing to ex- 
press public condemnation of the 
deed committed by it members. 
Does that situation apply to us in 
the case of General Obregon’s death? 
Let us see. 

“How many of the 4,000 priests 
forming the Mexican Catholic clergy 
knew what was being premeditated? 
Were there 2,000, 1,000, 100, 50, or 
even ten or five? As the Catholic 
clergy is dispersed over the whole 
republic and also abroad, subject to 
the strictest vigilance and not per- 
mitted to communicate with each 
other or to hold meetings, it was 


known that the crime was intended. 

‘“‘But what do the facts in the case 
say? In the police neadquarter’s 
declarations one priest only appears 


implicated, and he is not accused on 
concrete charges but on presump- 
tions and suspicions; for the slayer 
himself has insisted that absolutely 
to nobody, not even in confession 
did he reveal his homicidal! intention. 
How can this affect our Catholic 
cause? 


Analogous Case Is Cited. 


‘Tf a soldier, or five or ten soldiers, 
cause a scandal, or rob or murder, 
can the blame logically be laid on 


the entire army? Can the entire 
military organization be made igno- 
minious on that account? 

“If a doctor or a lawyer, or groups 
of either profession, commit an of- 
fense, can the entire honorable body 
be held responsible in the eyes of the 
world? 

“Can the Catholic clergy, through 
their superiors, be accused of r- 
ticipation or counsel in connection 
with the death of General Obregon? 
No! The Holy See has strongly con- 
demned the crime. See THe NEw 
YorK Times of July 22 quoting the 
Osservatore Romano. 

“Every Bishop and every priest, if 
it had been possible to prevent the 
murder, assuredly would have done 
so. All were ignorant of the inten- 
tion to commit the crime, and we all 
lament its unfortunate results, com- 
ing at a moment that called for con- 
cord and peace. Where, therefore, 
is the responsibility of the Catholic 
clergy? 

“Tt is true that, according to the 
evidence produced, the slayer is a 
young Catholic, deeply. rooted in re- 
ligious theories, and that with him 
appears more or less implicated a 
religious [Mother Concepcion]. 


Examples of History Recalled. 


“The fact that the murderer is a 
Catholic should not astonish any- 
body examining the facts in good 
faith, for 1n a country in which 95 
per cent. of the inhabitants are 
Catholic it is not improbable that any 


crime is done by a member of that 
religion. To expect otherwise would 
be equivalent to astonishment at the 
fact that a person who committed a 
crime in France was French. 

“And of what significance is it 
that those guilty in General Obregon’s 
case have deeply religious sentiments 
and enthusiasm. It is evident that 
the case involves poor but ‘exalted’ 
Catholics who have carried their ex- 
altation to the extent of causing the 
violent death of a prominent political 
personage whom they considered the 
enemy of their.ideas. And is this 
exceptional, above all in persons en- 
tirely given over to devout practices 
in view of the difficult and painful 
situation which the Mexican Catho- 
lic people have been suffering for 
more than two years? ~~ 

“Ts it exceptional, we repeat, that 
under such circumstances there are 
exalted and fanatical persons, per- 
sons suffering from illusions, maniacs 
who believe that they are sent by 
God to remove those who they be- 
lieve are the cause of their misery? 
History shows that such rsons 
have existed in all periods of ntense 
popular grief. And such is Toral’s 
case, a man proved to be reserved, 
hypochondriac and open to sugges- 
tion. Such is a qualified doctor’s 
view of him, and a view in keeping 
with his declarations.

cerely moved the President of the 
Republic and his Government have 
been upon learning of those acts 
which clearly.reveal the friendly 
sentiment of the people and Gov- 
ernment of the United States to- 
ward my country, in honoring him 
who did so generously offer to that 
great. nation his noble gesture of 
friendship and good-will.

STATE MYSORE TROOPS 
FIRED ON BOY RIOTERS 


Bombay Reports Allege Lancers 
Scattered Students With Fixed 
Bayonets—Inquiry Demanded.

LONDON, Aug. 6.—Dispersal of a 
boys’ riot in Bangalore by troops 
with fixed bayonets and the suppres- 
sion.of newspapers publishing state- 


|ments that the soldiers also fired on 


the boys are alleged in a despatch 
from Bombay. to The Daily Mail. 

“Despite persistent denials’ from 
the. Mysore. Government,’’ says ‘The 
Daily Mail Correspondent, ‘‘reports 
are reaching here allegi that the 
charge of the Lancers on July 30, in 
which boy students were dispersed 
with fixed bayonets, was one of the 
most iniquitous actions in the history 
of Mysore State. It is also alleged 
that reports stating that the Lancers 
fired on the boys have been sup- 
pressed.’’ 

The boys were on strike owing to 
the removal of the image of the god 
Ganesh. 

It is pointed out that the com- 
muniqué issued by the Mysore Gov- 
ernment regarding the affair fails to 
explain the facts as readily as do the 
opposition reports, and that the Gov- 
ernment has suppressed those news- 
papers which gave what are de- 
scribed as balanced and restrained 
reports. ae 

The boys, in a spirit of bravado, 
maintained their strike after the or- 
der had been given for the restora- 
tion of the image, and demanded the 
release of three strike 
Marching through the streets they 
persuaded other schools to partici- 

ate and they arrived at the house of 
he Minister, where they damaged 
the garden and stoned a motor car. 
The:: guards, it is said, roughly 
handled the boys, and it is alleged 
that the Minister drove the car 
through the crowd. Most of the dis- 
order had subsided when the Lancers 
—— at the orders of the Min- 
ster. 

Some boys, however, ~— up 
stones and hurled them at the Lan- 


cers, who again charged. They also | 


charged other boys outside the prison 
where the strike leaders were incar- 
cerated. 

The opinion is expressed in some 
quarters that the Government’s ex- 
planation that the boys ‘were hurt 
because the Lancers’ horses took 
fright when the stones were thrown, 
does not ring true. According to 
The Evening Mail of Bangalore, now 
suppressed, the Lancers mercilessly 
chased and thrust at the helpless 
boys, and as a consequence eight to 
ten boys were taken to the hospital 
with severe wounds. 

The public is demanding a com- 
plete inquiry, free from Government 
influence.

OF WIDENING TREATY 


China’s Foreign Minister Wishes 
to Discuss Problem of 
Extraterritoriality. 


AWAITS KELLOGG’S MOVE 


|} Announcement That British Will 


Make Commercial Proposals 


Is Expected Soon.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 6.—Dr. C. T. 

Wang, Foreign Minister of the Na- 
tionalist Government, feels that Sec- 
tetary Kellogg, in his note of July 24 
Proposing a treaty revision with 
China, intended to go further than 
the terms of the new Sino-American 
tariff autonomy agreement signed 
July 25 in Peking. 

Dr. Wang said today, clearing up 
the slight confusion following the 
rapid exchange of notes and the sign- 
ing of the new treaty, that the rea- 
son. he had written his reply to Sec- 
retary Kellogg several days after the 
signing of the tariff treaty was be- 
cause of his belief that Washington 
intends to take the lead in a revision 
of the entire commercial treaty as 
well as to take up the extraterritori- 
ality- problem shortly. 

“TI feel that Secretary Kellogg in- 
tended to go further than tariff treaty 
revision in his note conveying to me 
an intimation of America’s desire to 
consider the larger question of an 


entire new commercial treaty, which 
naturally has a far wider scope than 
only a tariff phase, hence I oP. 
inted Dr. C. C. Wu as our delegate 
o these negotiations. The situation 
is at a standstill for the present fol- 
lowing ete MacMurray’s note of 
July explaining that the tariff 
compact closes the negotiations. How- 
ever, I feel that Secretary Kellogg in- 
tended to discuss wider problems, 
possibly reopening the extraterritori- 
ality conference. This is my attitude, 
hence my late reply. If we regard 
the matter in this light, there is no 
more confusion in the fact that 
America’s action, as I have said re- 
peatedly, created the best impression 
possible throughout China.”’ 
Dr. Wang intimated that China 





would welcome Washington’s sugges- 
tjons relating to methods for abolish- 





ing extraterritorial reas Sat ta of 
Americans calling again 
the Betreterritorialte Commission, 
asserting that China is. really er 
to procéed ‘with’ negotiations seeking 
a prac “method of’ procedure 
which will eventually abolish the 
resent foreign privileges. Dr. 
ang’s idea is to develop the Chi- 
nese courts as rapidly as possible and 
in the meantime evolve a workable 
prostam with the cooperation of the 
Owers whereby extraterritoriality 
will be gradually abolished. The For- 
eign Minister expressed hope that 
Washington will again take the lead 
in this vital problem, intimating that 
China would like to consider sugges- 
tions along lines similar to abolition 
‘of extraterritoriality in Siam and 
Turkey, possibly combining these two 
different plans into something suita- 
ble to China’s peculiar situation. 
Dr. Wang added that he desired to 
relieve any impression that Nanking 
desires to abolish foreign privileges 
over night, declaring that China is in 
no hurry on this vital problem and 
intends to proceed gradually in a 
way to cause the least harm to all. 
He said he realized that until China’s 
courts are more capable of admin- 
istering justice it might possibly be 
impractical to abolish the old status. 
There is a strong impression grow- 
ing that the British intend to take 
action concerning treaty revision, 
Dr. Wang intimating that he would 
have an important pronouncement to 
make in this connection shortly. 


LEAGUE SESSION AUG. 30. 


Polish-Lithuanian Dispute Is Chief 
Item on Council’s Agenda. 


GENEVA, Aug.-6 ).—The contro- 
vetsy between Poland and Lithuania 
over measures looking to the restora- 
tion of normal relations between the 
two countries is the principal item on 
the agenda of the fiftv-first session of 
the Council of the League of Na- 
tions, which was called today for 
Aug. 30. 

Foreign Minister Procope of Fin-

Trade Factors in Latin America. 


Differences in the economic and 
social life of Anglo-Saxon Americans 
and of Latin-Americans were dis- 
cussed by Professor Harry T. Collings 
of the University of Pennsylvania:

Coolidge Statement Is Criticized. 


Professor E. M. Borchard of Yale 
University, an expert on interna- 
tional law, at his round table deal- 
ing with the problems arising out of 
American investments in foreign 
countries and the situation of Ameri- 
can citizens who live or travel 
abroad, criticized President Coolidge 
for asserting in a recent address that 
the American citizen and his prop- 
erty abroad were “a part of the na- 
tional domain.’’ Dr. Borehard char- 
acterized this as ‘‘an unfortunate ap- 
proach’”’ and “capable of misinter- 
pretation.”’ 

From the point of view of sound 
international law, he continued, it 
would be more exact to say that a 
citizen of the United States in a 
foreign country was subject to the 
local law of that country except in so 
far as the local law conflicted with 
the principles of international law. 

“Not that Mr. Coolidge’s termin- 
ology is incorrect,” added Professor 
Borchard, ‘‘but merely that it is per- 
haps too general and likely to con-

Sunday. p to last night they had 
not succeeded in finding the owner 
of the machine. 


Screams Heard Near Scene. 


Early today they ascertained that 
one automobile seen with two men 


in it near the scene of the crime was 
a baker’s delivery car. It is owned 
by a Hoboken baker and ee 
along Sylvan Avenue early Sunday 
morning. 

Assistant County Prosecutor Sam- 
uel Denson said tonight the detec- 
tives had information that just about 
the time the murder is believed to 
have been committed a woman’s 
screams were heard near the place. 
He was of the opinion that the mur- 
der might be traced to a quarrel 
over & Woman. 

At the office of the county detec- 
tives here it was said the identity of 
the victim may be established 
through his teeth. The body is at 
the morgue in Fort Lee and dental 
impressions were taken this after- 
noon, 


Victim Said to Be Foreigner. 


The hands were so badly burned 
that no fingerprints could be ob- 
tained. There were no other distin- 
guishing marks about the body 
which would help the detectives in 
establishing identification. The po- 
lice think that the slaying may have 
been the result of a gang feud. The 
investigators have no doubt that the 
murder was committed in the woods 
where the body was found. 

Lieutenant Garrett A. Dawson of 
the Bergen County Prosecutor’s 
staff of detectives and Detective 
John A. Gallione were in Hudson 
County part of the day checking on 
information they received late Sun- 
day night. Detective Dawson said 
the slain man was a foreigner. It 
is believed that he was a chauffeur 
or had been driving an automobile 
for a considerable time, as his shoes 
showed indentations on the soles 
which apparently came from press- 
ing on brake and clutch pedals. 

Detective Gallione said it was pos- 
sible that the man rode to the mur- 
der scene in his own car and his 
slayers drove away in the same ma- 
chine.

MacGuckin, Mr. McCarthy said, will 
be brought to the Hudson County 
court hotise at Jérsey City at 10:30 
o’clock and turned over to the 
custody of Deputy Attorney General 
Aloysius McMahon, who is in charge 
of the Hudson County prosecutor’s 
office. 

Following the fatal shooting of 
Boice, a warrant charging Mac- 
Guckin with murder was sworn out 
by -the Hoboken police. Mr. Mc- 
Mahon said yesterday that he would 
ask the present Grand Jury to indict 
MacGuckin for murder, but no defi- 
nite date for the presentation of the 
evidence was set. Mr. McMahon 
also will get the Government evi- 
dence in the case, including a report 
of the affair made by Gregory W. 
O’Keefe, special customs agent. 

Although published reports from 
Washington said that an opinion had 
been rendered by the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office in which it was held 


that the State had jurisdicition in 
MacGuckin’s case, r. McCarthy 
denied yesterday that he had re- 
ceived notification from the Wash- 
ington office and said he had made 
the decision. himself.

$11,000,000 for this dual purpose over 
the amounts for the current. year. 
The $69,000,000 does not include the 
aviation activities of the Department 
of Commerce. 

No money is included in the na- 
tional defense program for the 
ctuisers which failed of authoriza- 
tion at the last session of Congress. 
If the Senate passes the necessary 
bill at the next session, President 
Coolidge will be able to ask for cov 
ering appropriations, but up to this 
time expenditure of the money has 
not been contemplated in the 1929-80 
budget. The cruiser bill included fit- 
teen chips of this class and an ait 
plene carrier, and called for $40,000,- 
000 for the first year, General Lord 
stated. 

The increase in the budget over 
the current figures, General Lord 
said, included large items, such as 
the increase of $19,000,000 for pen- 
sions and $16,000,000 for way 
mail distribution under the recent 
Interstate Commerce Commission.de- 
cision. He said also that there was 
an increase of $2,000,000 for the pub- 
lia building program, which had 
been raised to a total of $35,000,000. 

According to General Lord’s’ esti- 
mates, about $130,000,000 will be laid 
aside for tax refunds next zoet the 
Budget Bureau pow being able, after 
years of uncertainty, to fix upon an 
annual definite sum for this purpose. 

Sees Continued Prosperity. 

Although making it plain he was 
not authorized to speak for the 
Treasury, General Lord ventured a 
personal opinion that revenues would 
continue good as a result.of. pros- 
perity. He pointed with considerable 
pride to a reduction in the interest 
charge paid by the Government, 
stating that whereas not long after 
the war the United States was pay- 
ing an interest obligation of $1,055,- 
000,000, this sum had been cut to 
$640,000,000 in 1927 through refund- 
ing operations, reduction of the pub- 
lic debt and like adjustments.

YELLOWSTONE PARK 
HAS BIG NEW GEYSER 


Stream Shoots 75 Feet High Twice 
Daily Near Old Gusher That 
Expired in 1888. 


YELLOWSTONE PARK, Wyo., 
Aug. 6 UP).—Yellowstone Park hasa 
new geyser, in point of volume and 
magnitude believed to be one of the 
largest in the world. 

The new blower has burst out in 
the Fairy Creek region o fthe na- 
tional park and approaches the size 
of the famous Excelsior Geysey. 
which stopped playing in 1888. 

From a crater 100 feet wide, 120 


feet long and 8 feet deep the new 
eyser bursts forth twice each 

‘wenty-four hours and for a three- 
hour period throws a stream of water 
seventy-five feet high. Occasionally 
the perpendicular stream reaches a 
height of 100 feet and at such times 
loud explosions occur every ten or 
fifteen seconds. Many short diagonal 
streams spurt out of the crater. 

Existence of the geyser has been 
known for several days and its move- 
ments have been under observation 
by Drs. Arthur L. Day and Eugene 
T. Allen of the Carnegie Institute, 
who have been doing field work in 
the park. Tomorrow a party of of- 
ficials, including Superintendent Hor- 
ace M. Albright, with photographers 
will go to the spot and plan trails 
so that the new phenomenon may 
be visited by tourists. 

The gusher is only a short distance 
from the location of the old Excel- 
sior. It has no visible water supply. 
During the quiet period its crater is 
dry and in its centre appears a fis- 
sure, elliptical in shape and ranging 
from three to ten feet in width.

Effect of 2,509,000 Volts on 
Pennsylvania Wires. .

SCHENECTADY, Aug. 6.—Natural 
lightning, untamed and destructive 
electricity, that is measured in mil- 
lions of horsepower and millionths of 
a second, has been made to write a 
record of itself. 4 eee 58 

In the foothills of the Alleghany 
Mountains, near Lake Wallenpau- 
pack, Pa., where engineers of the 
General Electric Company have been 
cooperating in experiments on the 
220,000-volt transmission lines of the 
Pennsylvania power and light ‘sys- 
tem for more than three years in an 
endeavor to ascertain the character- 
istics of lightning, the greatest 
enemy of high voltage transmission 
lines, a peceeenic record has been 
obtained showing the nature of a 
lightning stroke on transmission 
wires before reaching the ground. 

This was the first 220,000-volt line 
ever built in a lightning infested ter- 
ritory and the first in the world out- 
side of California. 

This picture, taken at noon on 
July 27, the first of its kind ever 
made in the world, reveals a stroke 
on the transmission wires of ap- 
proximately 2,500,000 volts. It was 
made automatically by a cathode ray 
oscillograph, a high-speed camera 
developed in the general engineering 
laboratory of the General Electric 
Company. This device can record 
what happens in a millionth of a 
second or even a fraction of such a 
brief interval. 

The ‘negative showed that before 
five-millionths of a second had 

assed the voltage wave had climbed 
© more than 1,500,000 volts. A local 
disturbance, due to an induction 
flash over the reflection, caused a 
rise to 2,500,000 volts in a fraction 
of a millionth of a second. This 
splash or ripple then died down in a 
millionth of a second, and. the wave 
passed to below dangerous value in 
about ten-millionths of a second and 
then to zero, all in.a total of forty- 
millionths of a second.

Persuaded to Return. 


The American Defense Committee 
for this year’s matches, consisting 
of Louis E. Stoddard, W. Averell 
Harriman, Carlton F.. Burke and 
Major Louis A. Beard, prevailed on 


him to come back, and last night. is- 
sued the following statement: 

“Because of the difficulty that has 
been ‘experienced in selecting a suit- 
able team to oppose the Argentines 
in September and the necessity of an 
experienced player in. the 3 posi- 
tion, the defense committe has asked 
Mr. Malcolm Stevenson to reconsider 
his previous decision not to compete 
in any more international polo and 
to play on the United States team. 
The defense committee is happy to 
say that Mr. Stevenson will play on 
the United States team.’’ 

The announcement leaves the No. 1 
and the back positions the only ones 
remaining to be filled. The Ameri- 
cans are to’ play two practice test 
matches this week, as are the Argen- 
tines, and it is possible that the two 
rien positions will be filled by next 
week. 


One of the Old Guard. 


Stevenson is one of the old guard 
of polo, having started to play the 
game at the age of 19 in 1906. Since 
1907 he has been a prominent figure 


in the game and today, entering his 
forty-second yéar, he is regarded as 
being the best No. 3 that the country 
has at its disposal. He wanted to 
‘drop out of the stress of international 
competition this season, but the de- 
fense committee has had little suc- 
cess"in finding a successor and, with 
Argentina threatening with a very 
strong team, it turned again to Ste- 
venson. 
Stevenson was a member of the 
American teams a t England in 
1924 and in 1927. In the first game 
of 1924 he suffered a fall that re- 
moyed him from play but he went 
through the entire 1927 series in such 
form t he was raised to ten goals 
during the Winter. Devereux Mil- 
burn and Hitchcock, Americans, and 
Lewis Lacey, who will be at back 
for Argentina this year, are the only 
other ten-goal men in the world.

ground strokes weaker than they 
had been all season. Mangin, re- 
turning Doeg’s usually invincible ser- 
vice beautifully and carrying the at- 
tack to his opponent with daring 
backhand line drives and cross-court 
volleys, took nine games in a row 
from the start and won the match 
by conclusive margin of 6—0, 6—3. 
Australians Expected to Play. 

With the defeat of Doeg and the 
withdrawal of the entries of Wilmer 
Allison 6f Texas and John Van Ryn 
of East Orange, the singles tourna- 
ment. is not as attractive as it has 
been in nast years, but tomorrow 
threee Australians, Jack Hawkes, 
Jack Crawford and H. O. Hopeman, 
who will arrive on the Olympic, are 
expected here to take part in the 
play. and William Tilden, Francis T. 
Hunter and George Lott Jr. of the 
American Davis Cup team may ap- 
pea> later in the doubles. 

Tilden and Hunter had accepted in- 
vitations to play here, but a cable was 
received from the latter by the Tour- 
nament Committee in which it was 
stated that Tilden did not choose to 
enter as long as his. standing with 
the.

This “ apparent ” is thrown in for 
modesty. Without going into other 
States, it is enough to look at 
Illinois, where the Chairman got his 
voice back. .The dissatisfied farmers 
are now dissatisfied with Governor 
SMITH, as Dr. WorK has proved. 
In Chicago the Republican factions 
are quarreling about the county 
ticket; that is, they are engaged in 
@ generous competition to show 
which is most devoted to the national 


Po ticket. Those great forces of reform, 
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THE DEMNITION TOTAL. 


As there had to be a serpent in 
the Garden of Eden, it. is not un- 
natural that one should appear in 
the Paradise of Northern Wisconsin. 
He has arrived in the person of Gen- 
eral LorD, Director of the Budget, 
who burst in upon the happy vaca- 
tionist yesterday, with his little set 
of figures showing what the Gov- 
ernment expenditures will be in 
the next fiscal year. They confirm, 
while slightly exceeding, previous 
estimates. In a kind of casual aside, 
General LorD remarks that the Gov- 
ernment outlay will necessarily go 
$400,000,000 over the present year. 
The increase is, of course, explica- 
ble, but the general public will not 
be disposed to dwell upon the sepa- 
rate items, but will ask, as CAR- 
LYLE asked EMERSON, for the final 
footings. 

Well, they constitute a Federal 
Budget of no less than $3,700,000,- 
000. Quite a sum to take out of the 
till, especially when the Director of 
the Budget doesn’t see how he is 
first going to put enough money 
into it to meet the drain. General 
LorD admits the outlook now to be 
for a Government deficit of a little 
more than $100,000,000, but he cheer- 
fully calls this “a paper deficit.” 
His hope is that the taxes, as in pre- 
vious years, will yield more than ‘the 
experts of the Treasury had esti- 
mated. But this, it is admitted, de- 
pends almost entirely on the volume 
of business. At present, that: indi- 
cates ‘shrinking rather than swollen 
revenues from taxation. 

All of this is public finance, not 
politics. General LorD has to pre- 
sent his facts whether politicians 
like them or not. The probability is 
that some Republican politicians will 
not like them at all, and will regard 
his thrusting forward of the details 
of the Federal Budget just now as 
peculiarly ill-timed. They will ask 
if this is the kind of support required 
for the plank in the Republican plat- 
form which so highly praised “ Pub- 
lic Economy.” That plank went on 
to say that the Government must 
“save wisely,” and avoid like the 
plague “spending extravagantly.” 
But General LorD, like another GAL- 
L10, carés for none of these things. 
His duty is plain. It is to furnish 
the precise figures, and let the poli- 
ticians and Congress twist them if 
they can into something more nearly 
resembling their hearts’ desire for 
campaign purposes. 

It is. the Budget law, to “which 
such paeans have been sung by Re- 
publicans, that directs this laying 
of accurate information about ex- 
penses and income before the Presi- 
dent. General LorD may not be an 
agreeable visitor at Mr. COOLIDGE’sS 
camp, but it is necessary for him 
to go there. And it is just pos- 
sible that the President may turn 
with relief to his precise financial 
tables, so in contrast with the topsy- 
turvy tables of electoral votes which 
the political wise men are daily 
compiling.

ANALYZING BRITISH UNEM- 
PLOYMENT. . 


Great interest was aroused in 
England by the recent publication of 
tne report of the Industrial Transter- 
ence Board. Composed of three able 
and impartial members, it was di- 
rected to study mainly the possibili- 
ties of “transfer of workers, and in 
“particular miners, for whom op- 
“portunities of employment in their 
“own district or occupation are no 
“longer available.” This at once 
raises the question of the mobility 
of British labor. It has long been 
regarded as much below that of 
American. Rapid shifts from one 
job to another have been much more 
common in this country than. in 
England. There, it is concluded by 
the Industrial Board, a great deal of 
organized and governmental aid will 
have to supplement the voluntary 
action of men out of work. 

The great and troublesome “ sur- 
plus” of labor is found in British 
coal mining. Taking into. account 
the ups and downs of that industry 
for the past year and a half, the re- 
port estimates that there are 200,000 
more miners than can hope to obtain 
employment. What to do with this 
surplusage is the chief problem. 
Among these unemployed miners, 
about 30,000 are under the age of 
25. The report proposes that several 
training schools for these young men 
be added to those in existence in 
,order to teach them how. to engage 
in some other occupation. To do 
something for this juvenile element 
is considered, of the utmost impor- 
tance, since idleness works. a sure 
and swift demoralization. As the 
report says: “ To loaf for one, two, 
“three or more years destroys the 

“ will to work.” Many of the older 
miners cannot be expected to’ show 
much adaptability to new occupa- 
tions. But those ‘in middle life and 
the younger men have, it is believed, 
@ marked “ transfer value,” as labor- 
ers. .Many.. plans.and. devices are 
urged in the report in order to re- 
lieve the pressure -in coal mining 
regions, and to furnish useful work- 
ers in other industries. 

Changes have been taking place in 
the heavy industries. Some of them 
are not so concentrated as they have 
been. Especially. in the South of 
England have many new factories, 
with “specialized products, been 
opened in recent years. It is hoped 
that’ English industry will continue 
to display this kind of mobility. But 
even when all has been done that 
can be done on English soil, such as 
‘settling families. of -unemployed. on 
small holdings by the aid of Govern- 
_ment.funds, the report. emphasizes 
the fact that the chief hope of per- 
manent relief must lie in emigra- 
tion. This is not a question of 
dumping great numbers of- the un- 
employable upon the Dominions.

men who have skill and energy suf- 


ficient to make sure that they can 
stand on'their pwn feet in a new 


country, after the British Govern- 
ment has helped them to get there. 
This work of sifting would-be emi- 
grants has been carefully attended 
to by Government agencies. The 
discouraging thing is that, according 
to the report, “ there are many more 
“ people applying and ready to apply 
“ for assisted passages overseas than 
“the Dominions are prepared to 
“ accept.” Such reluctance has been 
particularly noticeable in Canada 
and in Australia. Yet the Industrial 
Board continues to urge “ stimulated 
migration” as a necessary supple- 
Ment to the natural efforts of un- 
employed British workmen to find 
occupations and homes somewhere 
within the empire. 


A MODERN SCANDERBERG. 


The story of AHMED ZoGu Bey, 
under whom Albania has attained 
such unity as the tribal traditions 
permit, is that of SCANDERBERG, 
retold after nearly 500 years. Like 
SCANDERBERG, who was carried away 
as a boy and kept in Turkish bond- 
age and who in maturity made his 
escape and came back to lead his 
own and neighbor clans in a national 
effort to maintain “the freedom of 
their hills,’ AHMED Bey, exiled to 
the court of the Sultan at the age 
of 9 by a brother’s jealousy, re- 
turned to take command of the 
mountain tribes and became the chief 
figure in the establishment of the 
modern Albania. It is now a mem- 
ber of the League of Nations though 
it has a population that does not ex- 
ceed that of a single borough of 
New York City. A “dapper gentle- 
man” of urbane manner, he does not 
as President of the young republic 
suggest the guerrilla leader of the 
hills, or the fierce SCANDERBERG, “ the 
Dragon of the Albania,” who is re- 
puted to have slain 3,000 Turks with 
his own hand. 

Elections are now going forward. 
The voting began before the middle 
of last month and will continue till 
the middle of this month. There is 
no doubt what the outcome will be. 
This young Iskander will find him- 
self continued in power with an 
“ acquiescent ” Parliament. Were he 
electioneering he could claim credit 
in the short time of his Presidency— 
only two years—for the building of 
hundreds of kilometers of roads and 
of many bridges, the construction of 
one short but important railroad up 
from the sea to Tirana and the 
opening of schools—all, or most of 
which, was made possible by the 
loans he was able to procure from 
Italy. 

The sole question which seems to 
be raised is whether when the elec- 
tions are over and the Parliament is 
convened he will take a regal title, 
and become in name as practically 
in fact—not a Prince Iskander, as 
was SCANDERBERG under a foreign 
suzerainty, nor an imported Prince 
WILLIAM of WIED, as was his prede- 
cessor, but a King Iskander with 
consent of his people through their 
Parliament. The crown has been 
offered with or without authority to 
one and another in the turbulent 
years since 1912 and has been some- 
what tarnished in the handling. To 
the people of the United States, to 
whom AHMED ZOGU has expressed 
for himself and his countrymen “ un- 
dying gratitude,” it would seem a 
slipping backward and a yielding in 
the struggle for independent unity 
and an honorable place among the 
nations if this young President of 
the young republic were to take the 
crown out of storage and lift it to 
his own head. 


WORK FOR THE MAYOR AT 
HOME. 


When a public official goes away 
for a rest the talk may be of his 
achievements. When he comes back 
the public mind inclines to what lies 
ahead. Mayor WALKER is aware of 
that. “I’ve got plenty of work to 
do,” he said on his return. If one 
were to jot down all the problems 
awaiting action at City Hall, it would 
make an imposing list. As to transit 
relief, it. may be noted that a more 
or less definite plan has been formu- 
lated. Although little further can be 
done until the courts settle the fare 
issue, the Transit Commission’s gen- 
eral scheme of unification will soon 
be ‘before the Board of Estimate. 
The city -has also to obtain new 
sources of water supply. New bridges 
must be built, better traffic facili- 
ties afforded, 

To many of these related probibiab 
there is only one effective key: a 
city plan. It is not too late to con- 
sider the city’s growth as a whole; 
to seek a better balance between in- 
dustry and residence, ampler hous- 
ing, a more sensible distribution of 
population. Zoning, parks and play- 
grounds, skyscrapers, traffic, tene- 
ments—all are factors in this larger 
problem. .There._ was a picture in 
Sunday’s TIMES of the forest. of 


towers’ springing up so rapidly in 


the midtown area, particularly about 
Grand Central Station. A New 
Yorker could hardly look at that 
picture without pride, tempered with 
concern. How are the traffic ways 
about the feet of these huge struc- 
tures to meet the demands that their 
occupancy will create? Has traffic 
been lifted on costly new viaducts 
only to have the old streets choked 
worse than they were before? 

To such problems more intelligent

Regional ‘Plan Committee has con~ 
tributed its analysis. -Mayor WALK- 
ER'S Own committee has submitted 
its report. When he went away he 
promised to ‘give that report the 
study that it. deserved. There is 
plenty of meat in its _200-odd. pages, 
but for purposes of the immediate 
future the Mayor could afford to 
confine his attention to the implica- 
tions of this one paragraph:’ 

Several. of .the subcommittees 
make as their principal recom- 
mendation the establishment of an 
official city planning board as an 
integral and permanent part of the 
City Government. The various re- 
ports show that such a board is 
urgently needed to develop a com- 
prehensive plan to guide the’ physi-. 
cal development of the city, It has 
been obvious from the outset that 
this committee could not prepare 
such a plan. Any complete plan, 
that would be acceptable to the 
City Government, must be based 
on detailed engineering, economic, 
social and legal studies, requir- 
ing the continuous application of 
trained minds for a long period of 
time. Weare of the opinion that 
the only way to secure this is 
through ‘an official planning board 
functioning as a permanent city 
department. 


EL OUAFI'S MARATHON. 


In the ninth Olympic games there 
has been no greater surprise than 
the winning of the marathon by the 
outsider EL OvaFi, an Algerian, car- 
rying the tricolor of France. The 
spectators were prepared to see RAY 
of the United States, or YAMADA of 
Japan, or possibly MAITELINEN of 
Finland, run into the stadium to 
breast the tape. It was not CLAR- 
ENCE DE MAr’s day, six times winner 
of the.Boston marathon. It was EL 
OuAFI’s day. He said after the race: 
“I felt rather well when I. got up 
“this morning, and hoped that with 
“luck I might get fifth or sixth.” It 
is said that he ran with dispatches 
in the campaign of the French 
against ABD-EL KRIM. ; 

There was really nothing romantic 
about the Berber campaign, but a 
contrast must have come into the 
minds of the French men and women 
banked in the stadium. The Berbers 
are deadly marksmen, and, on the 
testimony of Prince AAGE of Den- 
mark, the royal adventurer who 
served in the Foreign Legion, they 
torture their prisoners. The country 
through which EL OvAFI ran for his 
life, a thin, undersized youngster 
very light on his feet, was of fur- 
nace heat in the desert and bitterly- 
cold in the mountains. If a Berber 
can fight “for twenty-four hours on 
@ handful of dates and a mouthful 
of water,” as Prince AAGE says,.a 
dispatch-runner must do the same. 
Perhaps the rigors that EL OUAFI 
had to endure were a training for 
his marathon, At any rate, the Paris 
populace will believe it, and to them 
he is a hero. One may imagine that 
in the long race between. dikes and 
past marshes and under a shadow 
of windmills in Holland EL OUAFI 
remembered the rocky passes of the 
desert, the cruel sun, the lurking 
Berbers and the high blue moun- 
tains, and thought the marathon 
more of a festival for him than an 
ordeal. In the end he had only to 
beat another outsider, MIGUEL PLAZA, 
the newsboy from Chile. 

It will hardly do to find in EL 
OQUAFI’S campaigning in Africa the 
sole reason of his winning the 
Olympic marathon in 1928. JOHNNY 
HAYES, who in 1908 similarly dis- 
tinguished himself at London, was 
a little clerk in a New York depart- 
ment store. On that occasion he was 
fit. EL OUAFI looked more romantic 
in his victory. But, like other win- 
ners of that blue ribbon, he is a born 
runner, was determined to capture 
the Olympic classic and, trained to 
the hour, he did it. Probably the 
best material to train for the next 
marathon would be a Tarahumari or 
a ead Indian. 


SHOPPING IN MADRID. 


The latest bulletin of the J. Wal- 
ter Thompson Company is a “ For- 
eign Issue.” It includes a brief ac- 
count of the Spanish women’ s shop- 
ping habits as seen by the manager 
of the Madrid office. His view of 
Carmen on a shopping tour is 
given modestly, but with the author- 
ity of one having first-hand infor- 
mation. It would interest American 
women. almost as much as thé privi- 
lege of accompanying a Spanish wo- 
man to the department stores, and 
it might well be of value to Ameri- 
can manufacturers who export to 
a | Spain, or would like to do so. 

Business and business men. in 
Spain are large buyers of American 
automobiles, typewriters, razors and 
other products typically commercial 
or masculine. But our exporters 
have hardly made a beginning with 
sales to the distaff side of.the fam- 
ily, Yet the few foreign articles of 
feminine interest available in Madrid 
have apparently . made -a- fortunate 
impression, for women will inquire 
for imports. Spanish -products of 
the kind are either on the missing 
list entirely or are clearly inferior 
to those of foreign’ manufacture. 
The situation is not unlike that here, 
with customers eager to buy. some- 
thing from Paris, From the Ameri-

- A Spanish woman shops generally 
in the manner of the most feverish

with the products offered leads her 
to do an inordinate amount of look- 
ing. Before making a purchase she 
‘will. insist on seeing everything re- 
motely resembling the object of her 
search in every store in town. She 
never patronizes a singlé store, as 
many an American woman likes to 
do, but does her buying where she 
can get the best prices. If she 
could induce the clerk in a depart- 
ment store to. bargain, she might be 
tempted to become a regular cus- 
tomer there, but modern merchan- 
dising methods are based on fixed 
prices .for every one. When the 
shops of Madrid are completely or- 
ganized along the lines of New York 
shops, even including the big sea- 
son’s end sales, Carmen will prob- 
ably stay resolutely away from them 
except during the. bargain rushes.

We owe it to Lord 
BIRKENHEAD. In the 
flow of his speech in 
the House of Lords, 
defending the police 
in the notorious Savidge case, he 
protested: ‘‘I do not know of any 
case in recent days which has been 
projected into a more hysterical per- 
spective than this case has been.’’ 

The phrase must be a new one for 
artists.. Perhaps they may eagerly 
seize upon it as explaining the 
vagaries of cubism. Once grant that 
a. perspective may be knocked out of 
shape by hysteria and you can ac- 
‘count ‘for almost any kind of latter- 
day erratic painting. 

It is for its convenient use in politi- 
cal discussion, however, that the 
Birkenhead term promises to be most 
available. There could be no neater 
way of replying to an opponent 
whose arguments you found it diffi- 
cult to refute than to assert that 
his perspective was sadly hysterical. 
Then you might go on to notify: him 
that his chiaroscuro was all wrong, 
and that his planes of composition 
were entirely askew. Indeed, a lit- 
tle importation of the technique of 
art into partisan debates might lead 
to results as confounding as was Dr. 
JoHNSON’s famous retort on the fish- 
wife by calling her a parallelepipedon. 


A .New 
Debating 
Term. 


New York is just 
beginning an ex- 
periment with the 
‘‘boulevard stop’’ 
signal system 
which has met with such success in 
California and elsewhere throughout 
the Union. Under this plan, certain 
main arteries of traffic are designated 
as ‘“‘boulevards.”’ At all intersections 
there are warning signs bearing the 
legend ‘‘Boulevard Stop.’’ Cars, even 
if about to make a right turn, must 
come to a full stop. They may then 
proceed if the traffic is clear. 

It is hard for motorists accustomed 
to our present system to master the 
new: method. At first they are an- 
noyed at having to stop even when 
traffic on the main artery is light. 
But after driving on the main arter- 
ies for a while and seeing how traffic 
is made safer and faster owing to 
the absence of cars trying to cross or 
cut. in, they are quickly won over 
to the system. 

As a rule the boulevard stop system 
is not in use at corners which have 
the red and green lights. But it is 
carried out even into the country, 
with the result that there is much 
less danger from thoughtless drivers 
cutting across highways than we now 
have in this neighborhood. It is to 
be hoped, therefore, that the experi- 
ment will be thoroughly tested and 
that the Police Department will not 
be discouraged by the fact that per- 
sons unfamiliar with the system are 
likely at first to disapprove of it 
loudly and resentfully. 


This System 
Has Proved 
Successful. 


Clinton Prison, at 
Dannemora, scene 
of the latest at- 
tempt at escape, is 
not just the place 
that a convict with average hardi- 
hood would select for such an effort. 
It is one of the most isolated prisons 
in the State, in the Adirondacks, 
about fifteen miles from Plattsburg, 
and it has a bad name in the con- 
fraternity of crime. 

Iron discipline prevails at Clinton. 
When Wardens of other prisons find 
a man hard to handle they commit 
him to Warden Kaiser’s care. He 
used to be Sheriff of Erie County, 
and has been at Clinton on and off 
since 1911. The ‘‘silent system’’ is 
mo longer enforced, but there are 
other restrictions and regulations in 
plenty which serve to remind the in- 
mates that the ‘‘way of the trans- 
gressor is hard.’’

Census of “Beverage” Shakers Sug- 
gested as Enforcement Indication.

Mr, Francis says in his letter 
printed in your columns today, ‘“‘ap- 
proximately 75 per cent. of our citi- 
zens are violating a constitutional 
law.’’ While I subscribe to Mr. 
Francis’s sentiments as to the neces- 
sity of taking stock of the country in 
its so-called dry experiment, may ‘I 
offer the following thought as being 
a sensible means of showing the 
country that there is a way to check 
the amount of drinking that is being 
done in each State in the country? 

For every cocktail shaker that the 
bartenders used ten or .more years 
ago how many ‘“‘beverage’”’ shakers 
are being sold. today? Hip-flask tot- 
ing used to be confined to those who 
were going away on fishing or hunt- 
ing trips where the genial mixer of 
drinks could not be found. What 
today are the yearly sales of these 
articles, that can be found in every 
drug or department store and in 
shops of various types? 

How about the various’ concoctions 
such as_non-alcholic vermouth, gren- 
adine and other ingredients—the con- 


centrated orange juices and other 


fruit concentrates that are certainly 
not mixed with tea, coffee or milk? 
Will any one deny the prosperity that 
is being experienced by the manufac- 
turers of. ginger ale and other 
charged waters? 

Glassware—the tempting variety of 
glasses for ‘“‘beverage’’ purposes in 
all sizes and shapes that can be 
found in such profuse quantities in 
all our stores and shops, including 
the 10-cent chain stores, are certain- 
ly not being sold to hold water. 

The United States Government it- 
self has the statistics of the manu- 
facture ‘and sale of all these and 
many other aids to home drinking: 
Why not assemble these statistics 
and so give to the country better 
proof than some one’s guess as to the 
amount of alcholic beverages being 
imported or made within our borders.

(Governor Smith] is sure to draft his 
advisers and assistants from Tam- 
many Hall.” - 

Governor Smith’s choice of assis- 
tants and advisers in the eight years 
he has been Chief Executive of the 
Empire State would seem to. prove 
just the opposite. With rare excep- 
tions, they have not been members of 
Tammany Hall, and in some cases 
have ‘not been classed even as Detho- 
crats. 

Consider the Governor’s Heléction 
of the heads of the various depart- 
ments under the reorganization pro- 
gram: George B. Graves, head of 
the Executive Department and the 
Governor’s chief assistant, is a life- 
long Republican and‘ a Republican 
Party. worker. Robert Moses, head 
of the Department of State and the 
Chief Executive’s. closest adviser in 
Albany, was long an independent Re- 
publican. Colonel Frederick Stuart 
Greene, chief of the Department of 
Public Works and another of Gov- 
ernor Smith’s. advisers, never held 
public office until the Governor ap- 
pointed him Highway Commissioner 
in 1919. Colonel Greene is a Vir- 
ginian and presumably a Democrat, 
but he most certainly is not a mem- 
ber of Tammany Hall. In fact, the 
politicians in both parties have little 
political use for him, having long 
since learned that, as an engineer, 
he is not interested in their manoeu- 
vres. 

The Conservation Department has 
as its head Alexander McDonald, for- 
mer Republican Assemblyman and 
long a leader in that party’s activi- 
ties in Northern New York. In 
charge of the Department of Health 
is Dr. Matthias: Nicoll Jr., whose 
political affiliations are unknown. 
Dr. Nicoll was for years assistant to 
the late Dr. Hermann M. Biggs, fore- 
most of public health authorities, and 
on the death of Dr. Biggs was ele- 
vated to the Commissionership of 
Health. Dr. Nicoll never has dabbled 
in - politics; he is first, last and al- 
ways a scientist. Heading the De- 
partment of Hygiene is Dr. Frederick 
W. Parsons, a Republican and a man 
who has served the State faithfully 
for many years. He is rated an 
expert in his field. The Department 
of Charities is headed by another Re- 
publican, Dr. Charles H. Johnson, 
who has ‘also seen many years of ser- 
vice in behalf of the State’s unfor- 
tunates. In charge of the Depart- 
ment of Correction is Dr. Raymond 
F. C. Kieb, another Republican and 
an authority on penology. Heading 
the Department of Civil Service is 
Mrs. Charles B. Smith, an indepen- 
dent Democrat of Buffalo. Her asso- 
ciates are Colonel William G. Rice, 
an independent Democrat of Albany, 
and John C. Clark. of New York, a 
Republican. All these department 
heads were appointed by Governor 
Smith. 

There’ are only three department 


|heads hailing from New York City 


who possibly are members of, but 
surely not leaders in, Tammany Hall. 
They are M. F. Loughran, chief of 
the Department of Taxation and 
Finance; Dr. James A. Hamilton :of 
the Department of Labor and James 
A. Beha, head of the: Insurance 
Department. Associated -with Mr. 
Loughran as Commissioners are 
Mark Graves, an up-State Democrat 
of independent tendencies and an 
officeholder under Governor Miller, 
a Republican, and John J. Merrill, a 
Republican. Commissioners Hamil- 
ton and Beha likewise have some 
Republican associates. Two other 
division chiefs in the Executive De- 
partment are Republicans—Franklin 
W. Ward, Adjutant General, and 
Frank A. Utter, Superintendent of 
Purchases.! Numerous other Repub- 
licans, considered experts in their 
line, hold office by appointment of 
Governor Smith. 

Among the Governor’s chief ad- 
visers' are Judge Joseph M. Pros- 
kauer, an independent Democrat; 
Mrs. Henry A. Moskowitz, another in- 
dependent Democrat; Public Service 
Commissioner George R. Van Namee, 
who hails from Watertown; John J. 
Raskob, until recently a Republican; 
Mr. and Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
of Dutchess County; Colonel Herbert 
Lehman, who may hold’ membership 
in Tammany, but is certainly not a 
leader; Senator Peter. G. Gerry of 
Rhode Island, Professor Lindsay- 
Rogers of Columbia University, 
whose political connections are un- 
known, and Raymond V. Ingersoll, 
an independent in politics. 

Governor Smith has appointed nu- 
merous distinguished ‘Republicans to 
various State commissions, men and 
women of this type being particu- 
larly active in the work of reorganiz- 
ing the State Government and plan-. 
ning. a comprehensive program for 
State. parks. . 

His record indicates that political 
affiliations have small part in his 
selection of ‘assistants, their fitneas | S*PS° 
for the duties. entrusted to them, 
being .the sole ‘gauge used by the 
Governor. If he were elected Presi- 
dent, I believe he bite continue the 
same policy and, in doing’ do, as- 
semble as strong a Cabinet as this 
country has ever seen.

PETROLEUM AND WATER MIX 


‘Dr. Egloff Shows Difficulty of 


Separating Them -— Institute 
Warned Against Quacks. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Aug...6:—Science can 
now make rain, but the experiment 
is still in the laboratory stage, Pro- 
fessor C. F. Knipp of the University 
of Illinois declared today, at the 
American Chemical Society Institute 
at Northwestern University. 

“Ultimately, however, the work 
may be done in the open,’’ said Pro- 
fessor’ Knipp, ‘‘and when it is, the 
dust of ‘the air and even the lowly 
coal dust will come in for greater 
glory, for these particles help science 
to make the desired precipitation.” 

Backing his assertion with a dem- 
onstration, Professor Knipp took a 
vessel in which the air had been 
saturated with moisture just short 
of precipitation. When he expanded 
the air the moisture turned into fog. 
Then he introduced dust by lighting 
a match near the retort and allow- 
ing the smoke to filter in. Imme- 
diately the fog turned into rain. 

“If the air over the City of New 
York were right at the saturation 
point,” said the professor, ‘‘and we 
wanted rain, all we would have to 
do would be to blow some of the 
city smoke into the air and we would 
have rain.’’ 


Rain Winds Around Dust Particles. 


There is a mathematical reason for 
this assistance from smoke, or any 
other dust, in making rain, the pro- 
fessor explained. The energy of 
rain depends upon the size of its 
drops.. When the drop gets itself 
wound around a particle of dust as 
a nucleus it comes down with greater 
force. sometimes as large as one- 
twentieth of an inch in diameter. 

‘‘Whether ‘science will be able to 
go out into an arid country and pro- 
duce rain at will is conjectural,”’ said 
Professor Knipp, “‘but there was lit- 
tle thought of the present expansion 
of radio when it was in its experi- 
mental stages. 

“Large concerns of the country 
seem perfectly willing to spend sums 
of money keeping scientists free to 
study subjects far more abstract than 
rainmaking, so it is hoped that ulti- 
mately successful application can be 
made here, too. 

‘In some parts of the country fir- 
ing of cannon has been employed in 
making the rain come down. This 
has been believed to be through aid- 
ing atmospheric condensation, but 
what really happens is that the firing 
of the cannon does not bring the rain 
down so much through concussion 
and condensation as through the dust 
raised, which acts as nuclei for the 
condensation. sis 


Oil and Water Mix in Petroleum. 


Oil and water will mix, declared 
Dr. Gustav Egloff, Chicago chemist, 
at the morning meeting of the insti- 
tute. ‘‘And they mix so well that 
science has difficulty trying to sepa- 
rate them. Nature every year bur- 
dens the oil industry with over 2,000,- 
000 barrels of intimately mixed oil 
and water as emulsified crude oil. 
Such oil does not separate its water 
even after years of s storage. 

‘*There are at present over .100,000,- 
000 paces of emulsified crude oil in 
Parade and in sump-holes in 

the ground, and the refiner is at his 
end as to how to separate the 
MI from the water. Thus over $100,- 
000,000 is tied up in stored emulsi- 
fied oil, for whose utilization no 
really economical method has been 
evolved which is applicable to all 
situations. 

‘There is no adequate background 
of theory to lain the involved na- 
ture of emulsified oils. -Some have 
water in fine droplet form dispersed 
through the oil-and making up 95 

r cent. of the total. Wholly satis- 
actory ba neg ng are lacking as 
to how ey are formed or the 
process when they are broken into 
oil and water.’’

ST. LOUIS, Aug. 6.—Brig. Gen. 
Charles Lewis Potter, retired, vet- 
eran. army officer,-‘and for eight 
years President of the Mississippi 
River Commission; died at St. Luke’s 
Hospital at 11 o’clock this morning, 
following an operation last: Monday 
for intestinal trouble. He -was. offi- 
cially retired on June 15, after hay- 
ing been automatically retired be- 
cause of age*last Jan. 24, when he 
was 64 years old. 


The funeral will be held with Ma- 
sonic honors at 9 o’clock Wednesday 
morning from the Scottish Rite 
Cathedral, 3,627 Lindell Boulevard, 
but full arrangements have not yet 
been completed. General Potter’s 
widow, Mrs. Sophie H. Potter, of 609 
Clara Avenue, and a stepdaughter, 
Miss Caralissa Nichols, survive. 


Recalled After Retirement. 


General Potter was President of 
the Mississippi River Commission 
from March 19, 1920, until his re- 
tirement in January, when he was 
succeeded by. General. Thomas H. 
Jackson. He was recalled to extra 
service in February, however, to. 
supervise plans of Congress for con- 
trolling periodic: flood waters of the 
Mississippi. He was made a Briga- 
dier General on May 15, having served 
as President of the commission with 
the rank of Colonel. 

Born at Lisbon Falls, Me.,.on Jan. 
24, 1864, General Potter ‘had been 
connected “with the “engineering 
forees of the United States Army 
since 1887, and was widely known as 
a leading authority on fiéod-contrel 
work. He was graduated from the 
United States Military Academy in 
1886, and a year later was graduated 
from. the Engineering School of Ap- 
plication. 

Nearly the entire interest of Gen- 
eral Potter was in his flood-control 
work, and he not only made exten- 
sive studies of that problem but also 
was the author of several articles 
and papers on the subject. 


Served in Three Wars. 


General Potter started: his military 
career with the Fifth Cavalry in 1886, 
but ‘was transferred to the engineers 
the following year, and remained in 
that branch of the service except for 
brief interruptions when transferred 
to other duties. He served through 
the Spanish War and the Philippine 
insurrection, and during the World 
War was director of the gas service 
at..Washington.. He had been sta-. 
tioned.in charge. of rivers and har- 
bors work. at Mem; er Duluth, Porto 
Rico, St. Louis, Paul, Portland, 
Ore.; Boston and. San Francisco. 

When recalled for active duty in 
eonnection with the Mississippi flood- 
relief problem as’ 4 miémber of the 
Flood Control Commission he pro- 
posed a plan in opposition to the so- 
called Administration plan of his 
associate, Major Gen. Edgar Jadwin. 
His plan. called for controlled out- 
lets and directed floodways. He ob- 
jected to the proposal — t the flood 
relief be treated as reclamation 
project and levee districts be: called 
upon to bear a share of the financing.

tube and accurately controlled for 
direction, speed and depth, with a 
range of more than 12,000 yards. His 
substitution of a turbine drive for a 
gy drive jumped the. range of 

he torpedo, then an untried and 
uncertain weapon, from 800 to 10,000 
yards. ‘This gave it a range effective 
for use, and other developments fol- 
lowed. 

Engineering authorities regard the 
Bliss-Leavitt torpedo as one of the 
most ingenious, complex and sensi- 
tive mechanisms ever devised.

Three New. Jersey Residents; Are 
Among the Victims—Accident

CHICAGO, Aug..6.—Ten persons 
were killed and more than 200 in- 
jured early this morning in a double 
derailment of two Illinois Central 
trains near Mounds, I]l.. 

The dead are Anna Covey, Mrs.

A cast-iron sewer pipe, two feet. in 
diameter and twenty feet :long; which 
had fallen from.a northbound freight 
train, caused: the wrecking of the 
crack New Orleans Limited and the 
Chickasaw Express from Memphis to 
St.. Louis. The Chickasaw, north- 
bound, struck .the pipe first and 


hurled it: across the southbound 
track, throwing a rail out of line. 

As the trainmen went to investi- 
gate, out -of -the north ‘swept the 
limited. It hit the weighty obstruc- 
tion and its engine and ten cars 
leaped from the rails, sideswiping the 
Chickasaw and tumbling six of that 
train’s coaches from the rails. 

Wrecking. crews rushed to the 
scene with physicians’ and nurses 
from Carbondale and Cairo started 
burning holes in the sides‘of the bat- 
tered coaches with acetylene torches. 
It .is. believed that the finding of 
other bodies will raise the death: toll. 

The Chicago-New Orleans train 
bore the brunt of the crash. Some 
of the dead were buried so deeply in 
the. wreckage that ‘hours were re- 
quired to -recover-the bodies. 

The bodies of Miss Covey, Mrs. 
Snyder and’ Mr. Zdenek were taken 
to the: Karcher Undertaking Parlors 
at Cairo, Ill. Burt Covey is at St: 
Mary’s Infirmary, Cairo, according 
to Illinois Central officials here. 

Train 16, known as the Chickasaw, 
was speedin northbound at 3:12 A. 
M. on_ its louehey when Engineer 
Abel of St. Louis saw the heavy 
sewer pipe lying across the tracks. 
He slammed‘ on‘the air brakes as the 
trdin ‘smashed into the obstruction, 
hurling it onto the southbound 
tracks. 

Realizing in an instant that peril 
awaited the .Chicago-New Orleans 
train, just then due, Abel leaped 


‘from the cab and. with his fireman 


and train crew started running back 
along the tracks to where the pipe 
lay. 

But he was just too late. With 
screeching whistle, the southbound 
train roared- down out of the night 
and plowed into the pipe and on to 
sprung tracks. The speeding engine 
‘and ten cars crashed into the side of 
the stalled northbound train, with a 
ripping of iron and a smashing of 
wood. The screams of the dying and 
the injured filled the air. 

Members of the. train crew and 
those passengers who had escaped 
injuries plunged into the wreckage 
and with bare hands tore at. the 
twisted iron and ‘smoldering ruins.~ 

Telegraph instruments flashed the 
news of the ‘tragedy along the wires. 
Less than:an-hour later the first con- 
tingent of doctors and nurses arrived.

DOZEN DOCTORS TRY 
TO SAVE RADITCH 


Condition of Wounded Croatian 
Leader Is Reported Critical 
> the Extreme. 


HIS DEATH IS EXPECTED 


Yugoslav Authorities Take Precau- 
tions to Prevent Outbreaks by 
Population if the End Comes.

ZAGREB, Yugoslavia, Aug. 6.— 
Over the Croatian capital city which 
twelve hours past was-the centre of 
interest of all Yugoslavia and a 
number of neighboring countries 
there hangs tonight an atmosphere 
of mourning. Everywhere there is a 
feeling that the moments of Stefan 
Raditch are numbered and that 
these moments ‘are few. 

At the bedside are assembled a 
dozen of Central and Southeastern 
Europe’s leading :physicians—includ- 
ing such men as Drs. Chovstek, For- 


manek and Wenckebach from Vien- 
na, and Romberg from Munich. All 
they:are able.to do, however, as far 
as the outside world is able to learn, 
is to administer injections to keep 
‘the constantly weakening heart from 
failing altogether. 

That Raditch has so long survived 
the wound caused by the bullet ’fired 
at him in the Skuptchina. by a 
Deputy causes wonder, and if he 
lives it will be a miracle, the .physi- 
cians are reported to have informed 
Croatian political leaders. oe 

While Raditch’s iron body fights 
against death, the Croatians to 
whim he is an idol symbolizing their 
hope of freedom from Serb domina- 
tion assemble in thousands as néar 
the house as'a heavy cordon of 
lice permits and around Croatian 
party headquarters in. order to ob- 
tain ‘the latest information’ from ‘tHe 
bedside. From Zagreb the telephone 
lines leading to Belgrade and pro- 
vincial centres are kept busy every 
second of the day partly with news- 
paper men’s fe opm emagd buleltins 
and partly calls from all parts of the 
country asking for news. 

Whether if Raditch dies demonstra- 
tions and rioting will follow is the 
pi uppermost everyone’s 
mind. The Government is under- 
stood to have taken. such extra meas- 
ures of precaution as are necessary 
and the Croatian leaders themselves 
have issued a manifesto saying there 
must be no anti-Serb outbursts. Bit- 
terness, however, runs deep. 

It is regretted in responsible cir- 
cles here that the Serb newspaper- 
men are not more considerate aprop- 
os of the Ristovich murder. The 
Belgrade section of. the National 
Journalist organization—of which 
Ristovitch . is ‘a+ member—today 
adopted a resolution: saying that Ris- 
tovich was murdered. during: the 
performance of his duties and voted 
to pay the funeral expenses from 
the organization’s funds. The Croa- 
tian correspondents in Belgrade pro- 
tested and threatened to _ resign 
their membership. 

In Zabreb itself. many believe that 
Ristovitch came here for some _pur- 
pose other than to visit his children 
and ‘obtain. newspaper material. 
However, the police who. have ar- 
rested a number of persons suspected 
of having: plotted against Ristovitch 
maintain secrecy concerning their in- 
vestigations.

EXPECT MORE INDICTMENTS 


Testimony to Be Checked Up In 
Hunt for Perjury—Federal Of- 
ficials May Offer Evidence.

In the open forum discussion of the 
“Essential Differences between the 
Democratic and Republican parties 
on matters of national ‘policy,’’ Dr. 
A. R. Hatton, Professor of B soca ro 
science at Northwestern U: versity, 
who also led the round-table discus- 
sions on the nature of political par- 
ties, analyzed the platforms poss ted 
at Kansas City and Houston, and de- 
clared that their herein cheer a on 
farm relief, on the tariff, on water 
_— and on enforcement of the 
Be eenth Amendment are practi- 
y identical. 


Lauds Governor Smith’s Record. 


*But when we consider the com- 
bination of platform plus the candi- 
date we have a very different situa- 
tion,”” he said. ‘‘The Republicans 
nominated the dryest of their avail- 
able ‘candidates, and the Democrats 
the wettest.’! 

Pointing out that both platforms 
made virtually the same pledge in 
regard to law enforcement, Dr. Hat- 
ton gave it as his opinion that Gov- 
ernor Smith meant what he said 
when he declared he would abide by 
the’ platform on the question of en- 
forcement.

The public is wrong, Dr. Schrieber 
declared, in associat ng the thoughi 
of airplanes with thoughts of war. 

“Commercial air traff c is as peace- 
ful as sea or railroad traffic,’’ he 
added. ‘‘We must eliminate these 
military ideas which are still gov- 
erning many rules established even 
by international air conventions. By 
building up national and internation- 
al air laws all over the world; by 
collaboration of experts of all na- 
tions, we are furthering international 
understanding. We are fighting for 
peace.’’

Sponsors Hope Device Will 
Help Television Through Its 
Great Sensitivity. 


AFFECTED BY MATCH FLAME 


Possibilities as Window Closer and 
Furnace Lighter Discussed— 
Liberates Current Freely. 


A new light cell, which its sponsors 
assert will greatly aid the realization 
of practical radio television, was 


demonstrated yesterday by:the Ra- i 


diovision Corporation at 62 West 
Thirty-ninth Street. The device was 
said to generate or liberate a greater 
electric current when exposed to the 
sun’s rays or an artificial light than 
television photo-electric cells now 
used by experimenters in this coun- 
try. Considerable electric current 
was liberated when a lighted match 
was held nearby. 

The device is being tested for other 
possibilities in ,fields of research 
hitherto unexplored. It resembles 
a large vacuum tube. Inside the 
glass cover is ‘a greenish fluid and 
several metallic electrodes. . 

‘In addition to other features,” 
said Edgar H.-Felix, Vice President 
of the company, “it can be utilized to 
perform such functions about the 
house as turning on the hot-water 
heater, starting the furnace or clos- 
ing the windows at sunrise. How- 
ever, the real value of the cell lies in 
its possibilities as an aid to scien- 
tific research and experimentation. 
It can be made to operate as an 
electrical storage cell, chargeable 
from a small battery, releasing this 
energy when wanted by the action 
of the i falling on its surface.’’ 

He said it had been found that bad 
cell, after apparently bein 
charged or relieved of. its co lected 
energy, recovered its full. vitality 
when light was allowed to fall on 
the opposite plate enclosed in the 

lass - envelope. It also recharges 
tach FA periods of rest. Cells left 
over ght supposedly discharged, 
have been found recharged in the 
morning.

It was said to be ca 
of giving off “thousandth par 
an ampere’’ of electric current, 
whereas only ‘‘millionth parts’’ of an 
ampere are obtainable from the ordi- 
nary photo-electric cell. 


CALDWELL SEEKS DATA 
ON STATION CHANGES 


Will Interview Northern Listeners 
to Determine Their Needs in 
New Radio Line-Up. 


Radio Commissioner O. H. Cald- 
well, who was in the city yesterday 
enroute to Maine and upper New 
York for a final tour before the 
Federal Radio Commission meets 
again on Aug. 13, revealed that he 
had two ideas in mind for the trip. 
Next Monday the commission is 
scheduled to plunge again into the 
task of formulating a tangible and 
practical radio scheme. for Fall use 
from the mass of information and 
ideas presented for its consideration. 

“First,’”’ said Mr. Caldwell, ‘I 
shall endeavor to <.nd from listeners 
in that territory the importance of 
high-power broadcasting for results 
in Summer weather. It will be. re- 
membered that WGY last Summer 
used 100 kilowatts for a month’s test. 
Now another request from a New 
York State broadcaster seeks to use 
between 100 and 150 kilowatts. The 
second idea is to determine what 
local service may be rendered to a 
community by very small statio.s, 
say between ten and fifty ‘watts 
power. It may be possible to assign 
a number of such broadcasters in 
localities without resulting interfer- 
ence, provided they are all grouped 
a at one end of the broadcast 

an 

He said the ethod of grouping 
high and low power stations with ref- 
erence to each group determined 
re ely whether ‘‘cross-talk’”’ and in- 

erence would result, government’ 
canlocaes having found ‘that separate 
grouping of the kighs and lows pro- 
duces the greatest radio ‘‘harmony,.’ 
that is, least cross-talk interference. 

“One of the latest engineering pro- 
posals is to increase the power for a 
group of prominent broadcasters 
rather than decrease it, for the best 
service to listeners,’’ said Mr. Cald- 
well. ‘‘It calls for se cig Ma sta- 
tions of 50,000 watts each placed on 
twenty-five adjacent, cleared chan- 
nels

e new “Vanities” also seems des- 
tined to tform something of a 
major service in calling the attention 
of those persons, who, for one rea- 
som or another,.never get.to vaude- 
ville to the fact that in Joe Frisco 
siether ti talented funmaker 
has been’ languishing almost un- 
known—unknown, that is, to every- 
one except the several millions who 
do go to the variety places or night 
clubs. 

It is in.the persons of these two 
zanies that the chief assets of the 
new show lie—although it has divers 
other features to recommend it. Con- 
sidering Mr. Carroll’s past achieve- 
ments in the theatre and out, it is 
conceivably not too foolhardy a pro- 
cedure to come out here with the un- 
qualified statement that this is the 
best ‘‘Vanities’’ of them all. And if 
you are the .sort of person who re- 
joices in numbers depicting the Tem- 
Ee of Mythology, with Dorothy 
a eventually emerging as Venus 
after you have: spent a long: half 
hour among the less pulchritudinous 
goddesses, and if you are the sort of 
person who likes adagio numbers— 
even spectacular adagio numbers— 
called “‘The Butterfly and the Spi- 
der,’”” here certainly is your dish. 
But you should work yourself into a 
fore allegorical frame of mind be- 
ore you buy your ticket. 

There is, however, one number 
which removes the: @urse from any 
amount of scenes such-as those speci- 
fied above. That is a thrilling 
modernistic ballet staged by the Mar- 
meins and based, according to an 
unusually informative program, upon 
a visit tothe “Ford motor plant. 
Opening intermission, it. does mar- 
velously effective things with adroitly 
arranged groups of girls, with rub- 
ber costumes and with lights, and 
probably no higher tribute can be 
paid than to say that it is worth 
giving up that extra cigarette to see. 
But on the whole Mr. Carroll does 
not command the elegance and taste 
in scenery and costumes that is 
achieved by both Dr. Ziegfeld and 
Master White, although he doubt- 
less spends about as much money. 
On the word of trusted envoys one 
of the funniest single items in the 
show came last night as midright 
approached and the presses panted.

Presentation Takes Place on Pic- 
turesque Parade Ground Before 
Old Waloma Fortress.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Aug. 6.— 
General Logan Feland, commanding 
the Marine Corps forces, today 
pinned the Navy Cross on the breasts 
of four officers and three. enlisted 


men at a specially ordered parade 
and review. 

The officers and.men who earned 
the decoration ‘are Lieutenant Wil- 
liam T. Minnick, Navy Medical 
Corps, of Pittsburgh; Lieutenant 
Thomas J. Kilocourse, Brooklyn, 
N. Y.; Leutenant Moses J. Gould, 
Patterson, N. J.; Lieutenant Herbert 
S Keimling, New York; First Ser- 
Rec. Otto N. Roos, Washington, 

C.; Sergeant Alva Eadens, Bowl- 
=, Green, y., and Corporal Charles 
E Turner, Terre Haute, Ind. 

The ceremony of presentation was 
held on the picturesque Marine Corps 
parade ground, just outside the walls 
of the Marine a Managua and 
in the shadows of Loma, the for- 
tress that has figured so prominently 
in the politics and wars of Nicaragua. 
The Fifth Regiment Band and a 
battalion of marines recently trans- 
ferred from battleships swung into 
line across the palm-fringed drill 
field and presented arms to their 
commanding general. The seven re- 
cipients of the coveted award formed 
abreast and, against the background 
of national and regimental colors, 
marched forward and halted before 
reviewing stands while their cita- 
tions were read to the command. 
General Feland attached decorations 
to their uniforms and shook hands 
with each of them. 

Five of the awards were made for 
heroism on Dec. 30, near Quilali, 
when Captain Livingston’s column 
routed a Sandino ambush.

INDIA FOR AMERICAN FILMS. 


Committee Rejects Preferential Use 
of British Pictures. 
Wireless to THz New YorxK TIMEs, 
LONDON, Aug. 6.—The Simla invi- 
tation by the Imperial Conference of 
1926. to encourage an exhibition of 
films produced within the British 
Empire has been summarily rejected 


by a committee Sy hE by the 
Indian Government t ‘October to 
survey the Indian picture industry. 

The committee reported that India 
can ill afford, by the preferential 
treatment of British films, to offend 
America, whence it gets 80 per cent. 
of its imported films, and also Ger- 
many, especially as it already takes 
near y all of the British pictures pro- 
duced. The committee recommends 
the institution by the Government 
of an India cinema bureau and the 
development of the national Indian 
cinema industry, the scheme being 
based on the Canadian Government’s 
Motion Picture Bureau. 

It ‘is. proposed. to finance the bu- 
reau by a 5 per cent. increase of the 
import duty on films and.by a local 
tax on films exhibited and by Gov- 
ernment contributions.

JAMES BARTON SCORES 
IN FINE BILL:AT PALACE 


Van and Schenck in Their Usual 
‘Song Program Also Win 
Plaudits of Audience. 


The return of cooler weather and 
the presence of a first rate enter- 
tainment combined to make yester- 
day’s matinee at the Palace seem like 
a Monday afternoon performance in 
the halcyon and now . faintly fabu- 
lous days of seven or eight years ago. 
Although Van and Schenk were 
among. the. somebodies. contributing 
to the program, the overflowing 
audience was not entirely composed 
of music publishers and; other Tin 
Pan Alley fauna.

Funds for Callable Purposes. 


So much advertisement has been 
given to the fact that the call money 
amarket in New York offers extraor- 
dinary opportunities for corporate 
and banking profits, that the amount 
of funds which flowed into the New 
York reservoir yesterday were not 
only more than could be used, but es- 
tablished a backlog from which fur- 
ther resources could be drawn. Asa 
result; money rates -were easy and 
prices in speculative stocks moved 
ahead in buoyant fashion. 

There is yet a considerable dispo- 
sition. to. pay attention to stocks 
which ‘“‘are moving.” In this cate- 
gory could be put the copper shares, 
the oils and a few of the specialties, 
and it was in this handful of issues 
that speculative sentiment was cen- 
tred yesterday. It was true that such 
time-tried leaders as General Motors 
and United States Steel common were 
able to end the day with good-sized 
advances, but these gains were con- 
sidered more or less in the nature of 
demonstrations rather than as any 
indication of present market condi- 
tions. The outside public as a whole 
is still skeptical of daily fluctuations 
and may be considered as a neutral 
quality in establishing prices. Such 
advances as were established yester- 
day may be taken for granted as 
more or less professional ones. 

The fact that money conditions re- 
main just as strained as they were 
a week ago—and in the meanwhile 
the stocks have advanced from three 
to five points—leads to the conjec- 
ture at least that monetary condi- 
tions are for the time being ignored 
in. the stock market. Particular is- 
sues in the oil, copper, motor and 
specialty department of the market 
are carried forward with sufficient 
enthusiasm as to not only blot out 
the existing short interest, but to at- 
tract to these particular issues first- 
class buying power because of their 
particular activity, a development 
which always attracts attention in 
the financial district. 

There seems to. have been no par- 
ticular change over the holiday gen- 
erally. The advertisement which the 
call-money market has received, 
rather than being adverse, has 
tended to bring in new funds, and 
this sympathetic activity, although 
second ’- hand, nevertheless has 
spread a feeling of optimism in Stock 
Exchange circles, on the grounds 
that there will be sufficient funds 
in supply for call-market purposes 
until a definite change occurs in the 
money situation, a likely condition, 
which could only be brought about 
by a strenuous pressure for funds 
from the interior. So Jong as interior 
banks are able to obtain 6 per cent. 
for their funds in the New York 
call-money market, there is not like-

STEEL MILL CAPACITY 
UP TO 52,196,000 TONS 


Survey Shows 21 Per Cent. In- 
crease for Rolled Products 
in Last Five Years. 





The total rolled steel capacity of 
the United States as of Jan. 1, 1928, 
was 52,196,000 tons annually as com- 
pared with 43,157,845 at the begin- 
ning of 1923, an increase of 21 per 
cent. in five years, according to an 
analysis in The Iron Age. In revising 
the figures, verification or correction 
of former rolling mill capacity was 
received from more than 200 steel 
companies. 

The survey of production capacity 
of nine specific items, viz.:. rails, 
plates, structural shapes, bars, 
sheets, tin plate, pipe, wire rods and 
drawn wire, in the twelve different 
steel-making districts, shows that the 
Pittsburgh district is still the domi- 
nant producer of each product ex- 
cept rails, in which Chicago leads. 
With 26.9 per cent. of the country’s 
total capacity; Pittsburgh’s share of 
the various items varies from 20.5 
per cent. of all sheets to 44 per cent. 
of pipe. 

By subdividing the capacity of each 
district into the leading items of 
production, it apears that bars fur- 
nish the leading item in most dis- 
tricts.

Call Money Plentiful. 


The Federal Reserve statements 
will be watched with unusual interest 
this week for evidence that the new 
Clearing House rules are having: any 
effect on the: total of loans being 
made to brokers by corporations. .So 
far there has not been any indication 
of any important readjustment.

Gold Settlement Idea. 


Unofficial speculation is going on 
in financial circles regarding the pos- 
sibility at some time of rearranging 
international relations in such a way 
that gold shipments from one coun- 
try to another will no longer be nec- 
essary and substituting a system sim- 
ilar to that within the Federal. Re- 
serve System by which gold from.a 
central fund is apportioned among 
the country’s twelve regional dis- 
tricts. The gold settlement fund, 
held in Washington, is owned by the 
twelve Federal Reserve banks. When 
the New York bank, for instance, 
wishes to transfer gold to that in 
Chicago, it is done through this set- 
tlement fund, on orders that reduce 
the portion owned by one bank and 
increase that owned by another, 
without the metal ever actually leav- 
ing Washington. If a world-wide 
system of this character could be 
evolved it would end the _ present 
shipments, which have a _ certain 
amount of risk. At present it is be- 
lieved there are too many problems 


existing for practical application of 
the plan, but many bankers believe 
it could be worked out to apply be- 
tween the United States and Canada, 
which are closely linked in finance 
and commerce.

‘Utility Earnings Improve. 


The record of utility earnings for 
the first half of 1928 in practically 
every instance shows a marked im- 
provement in gross revenues as well 
as operating income over the same 
period last year. Where net income 
available for stock is concerned, on 
the other hand, there is more irreg- 
ularity in performance, due to some 
extent to the many recapitalizations, 
mergers and other developments in 
utility circles in the last few years. 
In the long run the natural increase 
in population, and the consequent in- 
crease in building and electric and 
gas meters, will permit a steady up- 
ward curve in utility revenues, even 


allowing for reductions in rates 
which have been put into effect at 
various times.

Another. step in the far-reaching 
movement by which the financial af- 
fairs of a large part of the world 
have been stabilized in recent years 
with the help of American banking 
concerns has been taken, J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co.’ announcing yesterday 
that in association with banks and 
trust companies in New York and 
other parts of the country they have 
arranged a private credit for the 
Bank of Spain in connection with 
the latter’s plans for regulating 
Spanish exchange. 

The amount of the credit was not 

announced and details of the ar- 
rangement were not made public. 
There have been reports in Wall 
Street recently, however, that a 
credit of $50,000,000 was contemplat- 
ed by Spain, of which $25,000,000 
would: be advanced here and a like 
amount in London, and it is believed 
this latter amount is a fair guess at 
the amount made available. 
As in the case of previous credits, 
the funds will be available “when 
needed for controling exchange. The 
Spanish peseta has been virtually 
stabilized recently around a level of 
16% cents, which compares with a 
parity of 19.03 cents. The present 
arrangement will.strengthen Spanish 
control over the rate and is expected 
to lead eventually to official reval- 
uation of the rate on a gold stand- 
ard basis. 


Other Credits Granted. 


The credit directed renewed atten- 
tion to the comprehensive part 
played by private American bankers 
in helping Europe back toward stable 
conditions since the war. The first 
of the large credits granted was 
$100,000,000 placed at the disposal of 
the Bank of France in the Spring 
of 1924 by a banking syndicate 
headed by Morgan & Co. and ar- 
ranged for the protection of the 
franc. That credit late in 1924 was 
converted into a long-term bond is- 
sue, the proceeds of which were used 
at times in foreign exchange oper- 
ations. In the rehabilitation of 
French affairs that took place later, 
however, France has needed no out- 
side help, and when stabilization was 
officially proclaimed last Spring in- 
ternational credits were to be had 
for the asking, but were not taken. 
F.ance this year has drawn more 
than $300,000,000 of gold from New 
York, making use of her tremendous 
foreign balances. 

In April, 19°, a group headed by 
Morgan & Co. advanced a credit of 
$100, 00,000 to Great Britain, while 
the Federal Reserve Bank made 
$200,000,000 available for the Bank of 
England, this being the occasion of 
the British return to the gold stand- 
ard. When Belgium returned to the 
gold standard in the Autumn of 1926 
it was with the help of an interna- 
tional loan of $100,000,000, of which

He do- 
nounced it as a danger connected 
with the policy toward Mexico and 
other debtor countries of the United 
States. Next he criticized industrial 
nationalization, saying that it engen- 
dered unerployment in the same 
manner that international loans en- 


ender war. ‘ 
Mr. Hillquit declared that the only 
possible way to avoid a world eco- 
nomic catastrophe is for the. working 
classes to dispossess capitalism. The 
road for Socialist management of 
State affairs has, he said, been pre- 
pa by capitalism through evolu- 
on of its policy of overextension 
and concentration of control.

Supervisors Adopt Plan’ for 12 
Miles of Highway Work to 
Cost $3,000,000. 


RYE RESORT ASKS $50,000 


Elimination of 3.Grade Crossings Is 
Ordered at Yonkers, Chappaqua 
and Mount Pleasant.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Aug. 6.— 
Westerchester County’s 1929 road 
building program submitted by Coun- 
ty Engineer Charles A. MacDonald, 
and covering all roads to be built 
or re-constructed solely as County 
projects, was adopted by the Board 
of Supervisors today without a dis- 
senting vote. Approximately twelve 
miies of highways are covered by the 
program, and the estimated cost of 
construction is $3,000,000. 

Among the highway projects are 
the parallel route to the Boston Post 
Road from New Rochelle to Larch- 
mont and Mamaroneck; the Albany 
Post Road in the Village of North 
Tarrytown; Warburton Avenue and 
Broadway at the Yonkers-Hastings 
line to the Irvington-Dobbs Ferry 
line; Central Avenue in Yonkers 
from Yonkers Avenue to Tuckahoe 
Road, and Tuckahoe Road from Cen- 
tral Avenue to Saw Mill River Road. 


Urges Inspection of Trucks. 


The report of the budget and ap- 
propriations committee approving 
the survey and study of a ten-year 
traffic and highway plan prepared 
during the last year by Roy G. 
Finch, a consulting engineer of Al- 
bany, also was submitted. 

The report will be up for adoption 
in September. The plan was sub- 
mitted to the Board and referred to 
the committee last May. Changes 
were made in the plan in regard to 
highway widths by the committee. 
EB. P. Barrett of Bedford, speaking 
in behalf of the committee, said that 
of $10,000 appropriated for the work 
early in 1927, Mr. Finch had used 
only a little more than $6,000.

The plane is similar to that used 
by Lieut. Commander Bernard of the 
French Navy in his flight from Paris 
to Madagascar and return in the 
Winter of 1926-27.

- long-wave wireless sets and a radio 


compass. The catapult extends from 
the sun deck at the stern of the ship. 
It was built by the Chantiers Com- 
pany of France and was first tested 
aboard the Granville, also of ‘the 
French Line. 

The catapult is powered by com- 
pressed air and consists of a railed 
Tunway and a wheeled launching 
carriage. It is said to be capable of 
tossing eight tons into the air at a 
speed of sixty-eight miles an hour. 
The pilot operates the catapult from 
his cockpit without the aid of a deck 
man. 

Shipping men in all parts of the 
world are -watching the experiment 
of the French Line. In view of the 
proposed development of combined 
ship and airplane service in this 
country, American shipping men are 
especially interested. The White 
Star Line has developed the system 
abroad in the last few months and 
reports great success. An American

SHIP BIDS GET MORE TIME. 


Proposals for Reconditioning Two 
Liners to Be Opened Oct. 2. 


Captain R. D. Gatewood, head o: 
the Shipping Board’s Department 
Maintenance and Repair, announced 
yesterday.that the date of the open- 
ing of bids for the reconditioning of 
the former German-owned liners 
Mount Vernon and Monticello had 
been extended from Aug. 28 to Oct. 2. 
An appropriation of $12,000,000. has 
been made for the work. 

The change of time was ordered as 
an aftermath of the action of the 
Shipping Board last Tuesday in post- 
poning the opening of bids for the 
purchase of the United States Lines 
from Oct. 1 to Nov. 15. The Mount 
Vernon and the Monticello will be 
added to the fleet of the United 


States Lines when conditioned for 
service. Captain Gatewood explained 
that he wanted to give bidders the 
maximum of time in ‘preparing esti- 
mates of the work on the two shi 
and the new arrangement as to 
bids for the lines permitted the 
change without adding. any incon- 
venience to the prospective buyers. 


OPEL’S YACHT EXPLODES. 


Rocket Auto Inventor Loses Racing 
Craft During Trials. 
Wireless to Tus New Yorx Times, 
BERLIN, Aug. 6.—Following the 
blowing up of his second rocket auto 
car, Fritz von Opel, famous. auto- 
mobile manufacturer, suffered a fur- 
ther stroke of bad luck late last 
night, barely escaping alive. “While 
he was trying out his now racing 
motor yacht, the Opel Four, built 





the Rhine, near Bingerloch. Opel 
and his companions jumped over- 
board and managed to swim ashore 
in a heavy storm in spite of their 
leather clothing. 

Before the men reached land. the 
yacht was torn to pieces by a tre- 
mendous explosion. The flames shot 
up:higher than 100 feet and the craft 
sank within one or two minutes. 

Opel, who rarely loses his. good 
humor, later jokingly remarked: 

“Two explosions within two days 
are rather too bad, but I am prob- 
ably to blame because I rode in a 
boat that had not been properly 
christened.”’ 


CHEAP COAL PASSES. TEST. 


Slack 





Is Used in Pulverizers on 
Ship Board Freighter. — 

Carl J. Jefferson, director of ex- 
periments in fuel conservation for 
the Shipping Board, was notified 
yesterday that the freighter Mercer, 
the first boat to be equipped for 
propulsion by the burning of pulver- 
ized: coal, arrived last Thursday at 
Rotterdam. This was the first trip 
by the Mercer in which she bunkered 
100 per cent. slack coal and the suc- 
cess of the trip marked another step 
in the experiments with this type of 
fuel, said Mr. Jefferson. 

Slack coal is the residue from 
sized coal, and is sold at about $! 
per tone under the price of sized 
coal. 


‘‘We have been working some time 
on this problem,’’ said Mr. Jefferson, 
‘‘and we feel that we have succéeded. 
It means that ships burning pulver- 
ized coal can be operated more 
cheaply than wé had expected and 
that slack coal has found a definite 
use.
